The new stock will be listed on 
the New York Stock Exchange, and on the 
present basis of earnings will receive» a 
dividend at the rate of 0 per cent, per an­ 
num. 
The express business, parlor cars, 
and telegraph lines will be sold at the bfst 
opportunity, but until that is done will be 
operated as heretofore.

A ll th e C h u rc h e s C ro w d e d —B ro o k ly n in 
Mourning. 


N e w Y o r k , March lif t.—All Brooklyn 
was in mourning to-day over the death of 
Rev. Henry Ward Beecher. The public 
offices were closed, business entirely sus­ 
pended, and memorial services were held 
in a large number of churches in the vi­ 
cinity of Plymouth Church. 
The mem­ 
bers of Plymouth Company G. Thirteenth 
Recrii*ent. of which Beecher was Chaplain, 
were stationed at the doors of the church, 
and no one was allowed to enter without a 
ticket. 
While a vast crowd of people 
gathered outside the church, the 
lady 
members of the congregation were work­ 
ing within. 


A FEKFECT FLOWER GARDEN. 
The whole interior was turned into a 
perfect flower garden, and the fragrant 
perfume of roses pervaded the air. The 
facade of the gallery was- covered with 
potted plants, and the pulpit was loaded 
down with flowers and floral emblems 
sent by friends. The casket was plated on 
a catafalque of white roses, while carna­ 
tions and smilax, directly in front of the 
reading desk. Not a vestige of the black 
covering of the casket conld be seen. 
There was nothing to indicate the presence 
of death except the stillness which per­ 
vaded the room and the hushed conversa­ 
tion ot the workers. 
It was nearly 10 
o’clock before the doors were thrown open 
to those who had been waiting without for 
nearly three hours. 


THE FAMILY NOT PRESENT. 
The first four seats on the right of the 
center aisle were reserved for the relatives 
of the deceased. Beecher's family were 
not present, and the family pew was filled 
with flowers. Mrs. Beecher was in the 
church for a few minutes before the doors 
were opened, and went with her sons be­ 
fore the crowd entered. The other churches 
in which services were held were all 
crowded te the very utmost extent of 
their capacity, and the surrounding streets 
in all directions were crowded with people 
waiting pat iently for their turnto gaze upon 
the face of the dead preacher. It is esti­ 
mated that fully 25,000 people attended the 
services in ihe various churches, and that 
fully twice that number were gathered in 
the street in front of Plymouth Church. 


A BRAVE AND WEARY HEART AT REST. 
In closiog his sermon, Br. Hall, among 
other things, said : 11 A brave and weary 
heart is now at rest. Brave of old, to dare 
brutal force and defy the violence of mobs 
and ruffians in speaking for the slave. 
Brave to accept the murmurs and doubts 
of his political triends when conscience 
prompted him to part from them. The 
bravest to wrestle along with great sorrow 
when he could find no earthly help. We 
honor him for the courage of his former 
acts. We love him and wonder at him for 
the calm, sweet, gentle resignation of these 
past years."

W a s h in g t o n . March 11th.—In a conver­ 
sation with your reporter to-night as t o the 
possibility of a financial panic resulting 
from the accumulation of a surplus in the 
treasury after all payable bonds are called, 
Treasurer Jordan said he saw nothing in 
the present situation which was at all 
likely to cause a panic. There was nothing 
in the situation to excite such fears ; bnt 
should a panic occur, however. Jordan said 
the Government had full power to gc into 
the market and buy bonds in order to re­ 
lieve the financial strain. 
Although he 
could not. of course, speak for the Admin­ 
istration, of which he would cease to be a 
member, he had no reason to suppose this 
recourse would not be applied—as it had 
been, with success, on other occasions. The 
ODly trouble he apprehended was the pres­ 
sure for small currency, and this pressure 
was being felteven now, and, in his opinion, 
would continue until about the 16th of 
April. The Government was meeting this 
demand as fast as possible, but could never 
supply it as fillly as desirable.- At this 
season of the year there was always a de­ 
mand for small currency, and the Treasury 
was unable to issue Bilver certificates as 
fast as called tor.

BANANA CULTURE. 


The noble Abyssinian banana (Musa 
cnsctc) is the finest of all the large-leaved 
tropical plants. Its leaves are magnificent, 
long and broad, of a beautiful green, with 
a broad crimson midrib. 
The cut we print 
is 
from 
a 
photograph 
taken 
on 
the 
15th 
of 
February, 
1887, 
at 
the nurseries of the Bell Conservatory 
Company in this city. 
It is without 
doubt the finest specimen ever grown in 
the State of California, being over twenty- 
seven feet in highf. 
Some of the leaves 
measure fifteen and one-half feet in length, 
by three feet in width. 
At the base of 
the trunk the circumference is over six 
feet, while at the neck, or jnst below the 
point where the leaves ‘‘send out,” the 
measurement is about 3J feet. 
This ba­ 
nana tree is jnst nuw particularly attrac­ 
tive from the fact that it is in full bloom, 
having a flower, the petals of which meas­ 
ure three feet in length. Under the petals 
may be seen the miniature bananas, lying 
side by side in perfect form, as only nature 
can place them. The tree Í3 three and a 
half years old, and, like all of its species, 
never fruits a second time. 
It is well 
worthy a visit from a long distance to see, 
and is being visited by large numbers of 
people. The conservatory ground.-', which 
are somewhat in the nature of a public 
resort, from the beautiful drive it afibrds -

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through its extensive avenues, are very 
pleasing in appearance .at the present time 
and visitors are always made welcome and 
profitably entertained by the manager.

There arc other banana trees growing in 
the city, but none as large as the one above 
described. S. II. Gerrish has, as is well 
known, a fine banana tree, of another va­ 
riety, growing at his residence, on G street, 
and which matured its fruit last season. 
It was an object of marked interest during 
the Citrus Fair, and gave an air of tropical 
luxuriance that speaks volumes for the 
faultless climate of Central California. 
The banana is, however, strictly a tropical 
plant, and, of course, will profitably thrive 
in only a tropical clim ate; and while 
wc may successfully challenge the world 
upon the equability, salubrity and mild­ 
ness of our climate, it is semi-tropical only, 
and the rare and delicate exotic growths 
which require an absolute absence of frost 
cannot be depended upon here for out­ 
door cultivation. 
There is hardly any of 
the tropical fruits so tender as the banana. 


The tree standing in Mr. Gerrish’s 
grounds has no form of protection w hat­ 
ever, but is located in the open front 
yard.

A s R e p o r te d by D r. T y r re ll, S e c re ta ry o f 
th e S ta te H o a rd o f H e a lth . 
The report upon the health ot the State, 
issued by Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Permanent 
Secretary of the State Board of Health, 
shows that the mortality for the month of 
February, reported from an estimated pop­ 
ulation of 585,610, gives the total num ber 
of deaths at 866, which, compared with tl a 
of the preceding month, shows hut a very 
trifiing decrease. The extreme humidity 
of the atmosphere, with the copious rain­ 
fall during the month, was unfavorable for 
those suffering from disease of the pul­ 
monary organs. Remarking upon prevail­ 
ing sickness, the doctor says : 
Reports froru all parts of the State indi­ 
cate an entire absence of serious disease, if 
we except the portion where smail-pox 
prevails. The extremely humid weather 
during February does not seem to 1 aye 
given any marked increase to pulmonary 
affections, or to those affecting the aliment­ 
ary system. 
Measles continues to prevail in Pomona, 
Santa Cruz, Riverside, Ontario, Anaheim, 
Bakersfield, Livermore and Hanford. 
Scarlet fever, in a mild form, is present 
in lone, Redding, Fresno. Modesto, Santa 
Rosa, Miilviiie, Jolon, Riverside, Mariposa, 
Hanford and Fort Bidwell. In Santa Rosa, 
Dr. R. P. Smith, Jr., writes that the disease 
is fast disappearing. In Fort Bidwell, Dr. 
Kober informs us that the disease was con­ 
veyed from Warren valley, in Oregon (sixty 
miles away), by the uncle of a childfwho 
having been exposed to the disease, came 
to Fort Bidwell for medicine and slept on 
a bedspread upon the floor of the child’s 
residence. Next day the child played on 
this spread, and ten days after developed 
the fever and died. Through strict san­ 
itation, the disease was confined to this one 
case and has not spread. 
Diphtheria continues to prevail in San 
Francisco to a limited extent. It is also no­ 
ticed in Merced, Fresno, Placer, Igo, Mill­ 
ville, Amador City, Knight’s Ferry, T ru o 
kee, Riverside, Modesjo, Mariposa, Peta­ 
luma, Hiils Ferry, Salinas and Etna Mills. 
The cases, are all sporadic 
Dr. Payne, 
Health Officer at Berkeley, pronounces that 
town to be now free from diphtheria or 
other contagious diseases. Dr. Seymour 
Baker writes that the disease has ceased to 
prevail in Angels Camp. In Douglas Fiat, 
some miles away, there are three cases in 
one family, who decline either isolation or 
disinfection. 
Croup is noticed everywhere that diph­ 
theria is at all prevalent. 
Whooping-cough is very prevalent in 
Sacramento, lone, Comptonvilie, Pomona, 
Upper Lake, Riverside, Ontario, Dixon and 
Williams. 
Erysipelas has shown itself in Fresno, 
Salinas. Fort Bidwell, Lemoore, Anaheim, 
Truckee, Upper Lake, Knight’s Ferry, 
Rocklin, Calico and Redding. The affec­ 
tion is sporadic, and without epidemic ten­ 
dency or great fatality. 
Typhoid fever does not appear to prevail 
to any extent. It is mentioned as occurring 
in Santa Cruz. Wheatland, Yreka, Sonoma, 
Salinas. America, Anaheim, Riverside. San 
Francisco, Oakland and Los Angeles. The- 
cases are few, and no mention is made of 
malignancy Or tendency to epidemicity. 
Pneumoilia is noticed as occurring with 
much frequency in nearly every town 
heard from, but seems, from the reports, to 
be decreasing as the inclement weather 
ceases. The past month was not so pro­ 
ductive of pneumonia as it was of its rela­ 
tive, bronchitis, which prevailed quite ex­ 
tensively throughout the State, was not of 
a severe type, or productive of any unusual 
mortality. 
Small-pox has, we regret to say. again 
reappeared in California, aftera longperiod 
of absence. As was anticipated for some 
months, it found entrance through our un­ 
guarded southern frontier, appearing fo r- 
the first time in Los Angeles, during the 
latter part of the month, in the person oi 
a young man from Mexico, who quickly 
communicated it to others, until by the 
end of the month twelve cases were re­ 
ported. with three deaths. *On February 
26th three cases were reported in Lugos, a 
Spanish settlement, nine miles from Los 
Angeles. Three cases and one death were 
reported from South Pasadena. 
These 
cases were at once quarantined by Dr. W . 
B. Sawyer, the Health Officer. 
The dis­ 
ease, however, continues to spread among 
the Spanish and Mexican population, who 
refuse vaccination, and will not tolerate 
isolation. Upon the first appearance of 
tlie disease in Los Angeles, Dr. J. S. Baker, 
the efficient Health Officer, and Dr. H. S. 
Orine, 
President of 
the 
Board, 
lost 
no time in taking every precaution to 
prevent 
the 
spread 
of 
the 
disease 
by vaccination and strict quarantine of 
the 
exposed 
persons. 
In 
spite 
of 
their 
efforts the disease continues to 
increase, and will, no doubt, reach other 
parts of the State. In San Diego one case 
of the disease was imported from El Paso, 
Texas. We learn through private sources 
that other cases occurred at Perris, San 
Diego county. Dr. Magee, Health Officer 
in San Diego, writes that no information 
has reached him of smail-pox in Perris, 
and says he has made arrangements to 
have immediate reports, if any cases occur 
between Colton and San Diego. One case 
reached San Francisco, which was speedily 
quarantined. No other cases are there re 
ported. The Board has taken the precau­ 
tion, by a circular, to warn the public that 
its safety resides in efficient vaccination, 
and that no quarantine.no matter how 
laithfuliy attempted, can be certain to ex­ 
clude the disease from traversing the whole 
State, once the invasion has taken place. 
In vaccination'we have a preventive that is 
at once certain and safe. Smali-pox can­ 
not exist without unvaccinated, and there­ 
fore unprotected, persons, upon whom it 
can thrive. Protect these by vaccination, 
and smail-pox must become extinct. This 
Board requests its correspondents and the 
public to attend to this duty promptly, be­ 
fore the disease is at their doors, for in no 


A r a b a x d P e r s i a n H o r s e s .—The general 
run of Arabs are no doubt first-rate horses, 
as far as they go, for military purposes, but 
they are too small to mount satisfactorily 
any but native cavalry. There are, -of 
course, exceptional animals which have size 
and power enough for anything, but they 
are so few that they may be left out of the 
general- estimate which we take of the race. 
Fqx any soldier whose weight is such that 
he can be mounted on an Arab, he will be 
found the hardiest, soundest and most do­ 
cile of war horses. He wilfdo an enormous 
amount of work on very little and very in­ 
different food, and will always bear him­ 
self well and handsomely. In one point 
only is he, more than other horses, snsepti- 
ble of disease, and tbat is in his eye, which 
is liable to cataract. His great character­ 
istic is his undaunted pluck, which is never 
more clearly shown than when by any 
chance he is ill, when all veterinary sur­ 
geons will allow that he is a most admira­ 
ble patient, resisting and throwing off ef­ 
fects of illness or treatment in a way tbat 
no horse of any other race can eqnal. Per­ 
sian horses have always been found smong 
the most generally useful remounts in In­ 
dia, and they take their place both in the 
ranks of cavalry and in gun teams. They 
have more power and size than Arabs, with 
much of the same constitutional good qual­ 
ities, and—a matter of great importance to 
the State—they are generally cheaper In 
price.—Blackwood'* Magazine.

L o b s te r S ta tis tic s. 
One of Ihe lobster fishermen writes to 
the Portland (Me ) Argus as follows : "W e 
’ catch lobsters from New Jersey to New­ 
foundland. 
We find them as far up our 
bays and rivers as salt water flows ; as far 
out at sea as we catch cod and halibut, 
j We catch rock lobsters on the rocks, sand 
| lobsters on the sand, and mud labsters on 
: the mud, (it is the same with ood and 
other kinds of fish), but we find by study­ 
ing their habits thaf our bay lobsters stay 
in the bays, that they summer and winter 
there. We find they shed mostly in June 
and July and feed until about the 1st of 
December, and then bed in the mud until 
about the 1st of April. They come out 
with mud on their backs, feed through 
April and May, and stow away to shed in 
June. 
When the bay lobsters disappear 
in November we go out to the open sea and 
fish through the winter months. 
The sea 
lobster sheds much later, consequently we 
find them plenty in December and Janu­ 
ary. From the 1st of ¡February to April 
the catch is very light as it is not the 
feeding season. It is outrageous to make 
laws prohibiting catching while the ocean 
is full of them. Man is not their greatest 
destroyer. Why not let him have an even 
chance with the codfish and other destroy­ 
ers ? A lobster carries about 20,000 eggs at 
once. If we had thrown one-halt the 
catch of small lobsters that were canned 
last season in Maine, viz., 5,000,000, back 
intd the sea, and when left to grow and 
spawn if we got one for each thousand 
eggs we would get 100,000,000 from a single 
hatching, or 25,000,000 a year for four 
years. Then we should have to depend on 
the untold millions we do not catch for a 
supply. We are now catching lobsters ont 
in the open sea, in waters over which the 
State has no control, bnt the law says it is 
a crime to have them in Maine unless they 
are 104 inches long, and we are compelled 
to throw them away when they are much 
wanted and wonld sell at high prices.”

The 
children are dancing w ith joy, overflowing 
w ith gayety, though truly God alone can 
have the' power to put happiness into the 
wretched cup of such existences; the little 
brown legs seem never to be weary, and

Bob furiously from side to side. These 
junks: with patched, straw-woven sails, 
come from towns far inland on the rivers 
where Caucasians have seldom or never 
been, and from ports along the coast; each 
has its load of merchandise, the specialty 
of the district from which it comes. 
Some 
come with country produce’, green sugar 
cane and enormous pomelows like giant 
oranges; others bear coarse earthenware, 
rattan chairs, preserved ginger, chow chow, 
or boxes of tea. On every available point 
are hanging articles of clothing, brown, 
blue and red. 
One constant, unbroken 
flood of monosyllabic speech is over all 
from sunrise to sunset; so all-pervading is 
it that one in time ceases to hear it. and the 
ear is trained to ignore the universal Babel 
and to catch by intuition such sounds only 
as are addressed to it directly.

would put to the blush any 11 crazy quilt ” 
at home. 
THE BEGGARS 
H ave a peculiar, mesmeric power, I ob­ 
serve, and I can tell when one is looking 
at me, though I be reading or writing, and 
finally I am compelled to look up, when I 
catch the glittering eye, and cannot resist 
the outstretched palm . 
A gentleman in 
Fulhow tells me that there is a “ Beggar 
K ing,” and by paying to him a certain sum 
each year he arranges with the others not 
to come to yonr house. 
That woman 
could look so ugly I never believed possi­ 
ble. W ith skin "like leather, crossed and 
recrossed by scars and wrinkles, blear­ 
eyed, w ithout one trace of mother-love or 
womanliness, they seem cjried away too far 
to die—or maybe they are dead, and do not 
know it, as they sit by the side of their 
doorways, w ith deformed féet thrnst into 
little shoes, m ending sandals or patching 
the patches of greasy blouses.

Soot appear the boarding­ 
houses of Jack ashore, and the Chinese 
shopkeepers have put out their bait in the 
shape of sign-boanis, but I think it possi­ 
ble that pure Sanskrit would be as intelli­ 
gible as most of them .

There is a common on an 
upper terrace, reached by steps through 
narrow alleys where women are having 
their hair dressed as they sit in the door­ 
ways ; most of the women have lODg and 
beautiful hair, bnt I see m any resort to 
artificial puffs and T ats," just as you at 
home. The young men have hair fully as 
beautiful as that of the women, b n t. when 
in old age it becomes thin they supply the 
deficiency w ith false “ switches ” and black 
silk. 
CHINESE PROFESSIONAL METHODS. 
The common, or plaza, is devoted to 
quack doctors, story-tellers, seers and beg­ 
gars’ eating ten ts; scarcely a color here bnt 
„rav and brown, in striking contrast to 
w hat is outside. A Hindoo, w ith eyes like 
Crawford’s “ Mr. Isaacs,” dissolves a pellet 


in a cockle shell, and then anoints the 
eyelids of a man who sits before him . A 
dentist sits beside his sign, a banner of 
fringe, each thread of the fringe being a 
string of double teeth; the effect is striking 
if not attractive, but is quite equal to the 
dentist’s vis-a-vis, a doctor with bottled 
snakes and tigers' claws. Queen’s Road 
Central is lined with shoos, and through it 
let us hurry to Queen's Road East, where, 
of an afternoon, under the wide-reaching 
banyan trees, w ith brown rootlets hanging 
like moss from the branches, passes a 
crowd most 
cosmopolitan. 
H ere they 
come, a Corean with horse-hair (not of the 
shape worn by the witches of Salem i, and 
several Farsees, who are the descendants of 
the Fire-worshipers of Persia, and form 
quite an element in the m erchant circles of 
the city. You can tel! them by their curi­ 
ous headgear, a britnless hat with a piece 
inserted in the front so as to throw the hat 
hack ; the m aterial seems to m e do be a 
polka dot calico varnished and over a 
frame. Two touches of the hand to the 
forehead is the salute. 


THE FARSEE WOMEN 
I can best describe by copying from a 
letter of last year; 
" A dress of soft-mate­ 
rial, of pearl gray, unconfined at the waist, 
hangs in natural folds from the shoulders, 
being draped or draw n a little from -side to 
front and held by a loose jeweled bond. 
A close fitting white cap covers the head 
and to this is attached a film y vail of In ­ 
dian silk, which gives itself to the breeze.” 
That I saw last year and the same to- 
dav : but to it was added the most lovely 
face I have ever seen—a pure Persian type, 
olive complexion and dark, «oft eyes. Bia- 
rnese and Japanese, Burmese and negroes, 
and some one from everywhere, and all in 
their own national costume, makes the 
effect of a fancy dress promenade. High 
above all tower the heads of the East I n ­ 
dian police crowned with huge turbans of 
scarlet, their fierce eyes and curled beards 
looking ferocious enough to frighten any 
offender. Jinrikshas. sedan chairs and an 
occasional pony carriage are the vehicles 
in which this world takes its airing. Pe­ 
destrians, for some reason unknow n to me, 
abandon the sidewalk for the road. 


PEOPLES, METHODS AND THINGS. 
H ere is evidently a Chinese m andarin 
coming in a jinriksha (man power carri­ 
age) w ith two coolies. 
He is gorgeously 
§ 
otten up in flowered damask of violet and 
lue, and he looks with condeeension from 
side to side. 
He bows to m e! 
His face is 
familiar, and at last I remember. 
H e is 
the room hoy from tbe steamer, to whom I 
lately gave two dollars and an old hat as a 
tip. 
I begin to consume with mortification 
to think of the smallness of my gift, when 
a second nod. as he rolls past me in state, 
tells me that I am pardoned. On the right 
is tne parade ground, above which, from 
amid the trees, rises the square tower oi 
St. Jo h n ’s Cathedral. On the left is tbe 
¡perfect cricket ground, devoted, as are all 
appropriate spots in the universe now, to 
tennis. 
There are neat barracks by the 
roadside and on tbe hill, all of them the 
hom es of “ Mr. Thomas A tkins,” who 
boasts that the sun always shines upon 
some roof of his, and a proud fellow he is, 
and carries him self well in his red coat or 
blue coat and jaunty cap. 
The road be­ 
comes less crowded, and presently passing 
through a walled canyon between two 
wooded hills 
THE HAPPY VALLEY 
Is brought to view. 
Here is the race­ 
course, and ju st by its side lie the three 
cemeteries—M ohammedan. Homan Catho­ 
lic and Protestant. I could never tire of 
wandering about the pleasant walks of 
these hillside gardens, where nature is so 
full of lov.elinesj and life, the flowers so 
sweet and the tropical luxuriatffce kept 
w ithin bounds by a careful hand, so green 
and vigorous that death seems hardly to be 
suggesteaeven when we read the names on 
slabs and m onuments. To me now there 
is a greater pleasure in these glories of 
earthly beauty, for since I walked here a 
year ago, one whom I knew has put down, 
in this robing room to eternal life, the 
corruptible and put on the incorruptible. 
To the peak, fourteen hundred feet above 
the city, in a sedan chair, gives one a view 
and a breeze which bring a new lease of 
life w ith them . 
Here íd sum m er time, 
when the city is boiling in the fearfully 
hot, moist atmosphere below, cool breaths 
and a bracing clim ate are always to be had. 
Over the water is China, looking cloudy 
and mysterious through the m isty air, and 
below lies the city where m ilk is sold by 
and delivered in bottles ; where Chinamen 
are not allowed out of doors after dark 
without a pass; where the old institution 
of the stocks is still in use; where no cus­ 
tom officials molest y o u ; where pirates 
live, and where the British flag overshad­ 
ows the dragon at the very m outh of his 
lair. 
On the way.down it is pleasant to 


STOP AT THE PUBLIC GARDEN, 
For the collection of trees is very valuable, 
there being some rem arkably fine speci­ 
mens of the banyan. 
H ere sit, in pleasant 
weather, the Chinese nursemaids with their 
little Caucasian charges, and flirt with the 
Celestial policemen who stalk 
proudly 
about in basket-hat and blue uniform ; it is 
but an Asiatic reproduction of these scenes 
across the water. 
The native flora and fauna of the island 
are not rich, bnt various insects and pois­ 
onous snakes of the cobra kind m ake up 
for the lack, and are to be met with in all 
the walks out of the city. The smallness 
of the island would m ake an easy task for 
some one to im itate good St. Patrick. The 
houses, in Italian style, are ornamented 
with stucco, and being white, m ake a good 
showing, surrounded as they are by groups 
of tropical trees, camphor, palms, sage and 
fern trees, with broad-leaved bananas, and 
lace-like bamboos. The washing is done 
in the streams, and the hillsides above the 
gardens are flecked with the white clothes 
bleaching in the sun. Bugle calls sound 
from the barracks. The day is closing and 
yon see the coolie on his way home. 
He 
carries his evening meal tied up with_a 
reed ; it is usually a fish or piece of lean 
meat: but whatever it is, there is always 
tied up with it a bunch of leeks. Suddenly 
the darkness of the tropics cotnes, and the 
city lights seem to leap ont of the night. 
The long crescent praya is a line of glim­ 
m ering lamps. The bugles from the bar­ 
racks sound again, and with that sound 
the cathedral bells m ingle in harm ony— 
our sword and our cross are inseparable.

PBE PEOPLE VS. MELONE. 


T h e P roceeding» Iifh itu ie d bv C on tro ller 
D an n B a rre d by M utate of L im itations. 
Judge Van Fleet yesterday rendered his 
decision in the cases of The People, ex rel., 
etc., vs. Drury Melone, Robert M. H am il­ 
ton and Jam es Carolaa, and The People, ex 
rel-, etc., vs. Drury Melone, w hich cases 
were instituted by Controller D unn. Foi­ 
ling is a full synopsis: 


A dem urrer was interposed to the com­ 
plaint in each of the above cases. The first 
is an action on the official bond of Drury 
Melone, as Secretary of State for the term 
ending December 5, 1875, the defendants 
Ham ilton and Carolan being sureties on the 
bond. The complaint alleges as a breach 
of said bond that Melone during his said 
term collected and received as fees of said 
office the sum of $11,107 10, which he has 
not paid over to the State. 
The defendants claim that the actions are 
baried, and rely chief y upon Sections 337, 
339 and 343 of the Code of Civil Civil Pro­ 
cedure in connection with Section 345 of 
tbe same Code. Plaintiff contends, on the 
other hand, first, that neither of -hese sec­ 
tions apply ; and second, that, if they would 
otherwise so apply, such application is pre­ 
vented, and the bar of the statute avoided 
by the provisions of Section 437 of the Po­ 
litical Code. 
Section 337 of the Code of Civil Procedure 
requires “ an action upon any contract, 
obligation, or liability, founded upon an 
instrum ent in writing executed in this 
State,” to be brought w ithin fonr years 
after the cause of action accrues. 
The first 
subdivision of Section 231'fixes a lim itation 
of two years for “ an action upon a con­ 
tract, obligation, or liability not founded 
upon an instrum ent in w riti» g ;” and Sec­ 
tion 345 provides that these lim itations 
“ apply to actions brought in the nam e of 
the State, or for the benefits of the State in 
the same m anner as to actions brought by 
private parties.” 
H ad these actions been “ brought by pri­ 
vate parties,' the provisions o f Section 337 
would apply to the action upon the bond, 
and those of the first subdivision of Section 
339 to the action against Melone individ­ 
ually. 
The decision In Piller vs. S. P. R. R. Co. 
(52 C a l, 42) is conclusive against plaintiff"s 
position, that the language of subdivision 
2 of Section 339 lim its that used in sub­ 
división 1. 
The Court there held that 
“ the two years lim itation found in the 
first subdivision of Section 330 is applicable 
to all .actions at lair not specifically m en­ 
tioned in other portions of the statute.1’ 
The action on tfcie .bond is fully within 
the wonJs of Section y37. But it m ay be 
doubted w hether that action also is not 
foverned by the first clause of Section S39, 
ut one or the other of these two sections 
undoubtedly applies. 
If these actions, then, had been "brought 
by private parties,” they would have been 
governed by the provisions of the sections 
cited. There is nothing in the words of 
the statute, aor, it may fee added, in its 
scope and intent, prescribing any rule in 
actions brought against State officers dif­ 
ferent from thatprescribed in actions against 
other persons on like causes. 
Nor does it 
apjxiar that counsel for plaintiff seriously 
claim that any such difference exists, except 
where the State is plaintiff. Does that fact, 
then, alter the rule ? 
The language of Section 345 expressly 
removes any distinction between actions 
brought by the State or for its benefit, and 
those brought by private parties. In other 
words, in any case in which a private 
plaintiff would be barred, the State will 
also be barred. 
But it is contended by plaintiff that these 
actions are brought under Section 437 of 
the Political Code, and that said section 
prescribes a different rule, and, in effect, 
provides that there shall be no lim itation 
in such cases. This claim is chiefly, if not 
wholly, based upon the use of the. word 
“ w henever” at the beginning of that sec­ 
tion. The argum ent is that this section 
makes it the duty of tbe Controller to "call 
upon ” any delinquent State officer “for ac­ 
count and payment, without regard to the 
tim e that may have elapsed since the col­ 
lection of the money." Ifth e word "w hen­ 
ever ” as used in this section is to be con­ 
strued as relating at all to the m atter of 
time, then the m eaning of the section 
m ight fairly be taken to be that the Con­ 
troller m ust bring the action at the very 
tim e the default occurs, "at whatever tim e" i 
that may happen. Clearly, this word does i 
not gram m atically qualify the words r e - 1 
lating to the action of the Controller, but 
those relating to the default; and the sub­ 
stance of the section is, that ” the Contrcd- 
ler m ust state an account with ” tbe de­ 
faulting officer, " whenever ” snob officer 
“ fails to render an account and make set­ 
tlem ent with theController w ithin the time 
prescribed by law .” 
If this word is to be 
taken as referring to the tim e when tbe 
Controller may take action, the argum ent 
of plaintiff proves too much, and, instead 
of removing all lim itation, actually im ­ 
ports into the statute a lim itation more 
stringent than that relied on by the defend­ 
ant. 
But this word, “ according to the context 
and the approved m eaning of language,” 
and according to the universal usage in our 
statutory phraseology, is clearly not in­ 
tended to refer to the question of tim e; 
bnt its use here, as elsewhere, is rather in­ 
tended to negative the idea of any particu­ 
lar time. In m eaning it is exactly equiv­ 
alent to tbe expression : “ In the event 
that,” or to the simple word, " I f ; ” and 
this section merely means : “ If (or in the 
event that) any person has received inon- 
eys * * * and fails to render an account 
thereof, * * * the Controller m ust state an 
account w ith such person,” etc. So read, 
it as plain that this section does not, in any 
manner, remove the bar of the lim itations 
prescribed by the Code of Civil Preccdure. 
That this interpretation is the correct one 
may be seen by a comparison of the follow­ 
ing sections of the codes, taken at random 
from among maDy in which the word 
“ whenever” 
is employed, in 
each of 
which the expression " in the event that,” 
o r ‘‘i f ” may be substituted for "w h en ­ 
ever” w ithout altering the m eaning ; Code 
Civ. Froced., Sections 574. 760, 764, 772, 
799, 801, 804, 1007, 10.34, 1Ó48, 1059, 1154, 
1171, 1196, 1213, 1221. 1338, 1436, 1451. 
Civil Code, Sections 11, 970. 1306, 1862, 
1914. Penal Code, Sections 659, 671, 731, 
751, 1157. 1158. 
It will be seen that this section provides 
for two cases—first, that of a person charged 
with the receipt of moneys belonging to 
the State, who is required to render and 
settle his account at a specified time, and 
who fails to do s o ; and second, that of a 
person so charged with the receipt of m on­ 
eys who is not required by law to account 
at any specified time, bnt who fails to ren­ 
der and settle his account w ithin twenty 
days after being required by the Controller 
to do so. 
. 
In each of these cases the Controller is 
required to state an acaount with such per­ 
son, which account is to be prima facie evi­ 
dence of the things therein stated. These 
are the only cases provided for in. this sec­ 
tion. and it has no application, in m y 
judgment, to an officer who renders and 
settles his account at the tim e prescribed 
bv law. 
’Defendant Melone does not come w ithin 
either of the categories m entioned in that 
section. H e is alleged to have held the of­ 
fice of Secretary of State. That officer is 
required by law (Pol. Code, Sec. 416) to 
render and settle his account at the end of 
each m onth. By Section 433 of the Politi­ 
cal Code it is m ade the duty of the Con- 
"troller (sub. Ot to keep and state all ac­ 
counts in which the State is interested, 
(sub. 11) to exam ine and settle the accounts 
of all persons indebted to the State, ( sub. 
12) to exam ine upon oath, when necessary, 
the person presenting an account, (sub. 13) 
to require all persons who have not settled 
their accounts to do so, and (sub. 1-í i to in­ 
spect. 
when 
necessary, 
the 
books 
of 
any person charged with the re­ 
ceipt 
of 
public 
moneys. 
There 
is 
no 
allegation 
in 
the 
complaint 
that defendant Melone failed to render an 
account at the end of each m onth during 
his term of office; and in the absence of 
any 
allegation 
to 
tbe 
contrary, 
it 
m ust 
be 
presumed 
as 
m atter 
of 
law (Code Civ. Proced. 
Section 
1963, 
sub. 15) that the Controller performed 
his duty, and compelled the rendition of 
such accounts: and, therefore, that defend­ 
ant Melone rendered such account at the 
end of each m onth, and that such accounts 
were thereupon settled by the Controller. 
This being so. it is obvious that Section 437 
has no application. If any of these ac­ 
counts were false in fact, or even fraudu­ 
lent, that fact would m ake no difference, 
so far as this question is concerned, so long 
as an account in form wa3 rendered and 
I settled. 
W hatever remedies m ight be open 


to the State in snch a case, clearly no rem 
edy is provided by that section, as it only 
applies to cases in which no account w hat­ 
ever has been rendered or settled. 
It fol­ 
lows, then, that these actions are not 
brought under, and are in no m anner af­ 
fected, by that section. 
It rem ains to be seen w hether these 
actions are barred by the sections above 
quoted. 
As has been shown, it was the 
duty of defendant Melone to render and 
settle his account, and pay into the Treas­ 
ury all moneys collected by him and re­ 
m aining on hand at the end of every 
m onth. W hether, then, he rendered such 
account or not, the statute would begin to 
run, as to any am ount unlaw fully retained 
by him, from the end of tbe m onth in 
which it was collected. 
(San Francisco vs. 
Heynem an, 11 Pac. Rep.. 870.) 
This being so, these actions are clearly 
barred, w hether Sections 337, 339 or 343 be 
regarded as controlling, as in any event 
the longest period prescribed by either of 
these sections had fully run before these 
j actions were commenced. 
For these rea­ 
l sons the dem urrers will have to be sus- 
i taincd, and an order will be entered in 
i each of said cases to that effect. 
And it 
being manifest that in neither case is the 
comjfiaint susceptible of being amended so 
as to avoid tbe bar of the statute, let judg­ 
m ent be entered in each case dismissing 
the action with costs to defendant.

Captain James, the well-known capital­ 
ist, is seriously ill at his residence in West 
Oakland. 
Police Judge Law ler has decided that 
‘‘cappers’’ for mode auctions cannot be ar­ 
rested as vagrants. 
C. A. Loomis, charged with an assault to 
m urder Joseph McClintock in the Russ 
House in 1885, has been acquitted. 
J. J. O'Brien, charged w ith complicity 
w ith John S. Gray in the harbor frauds of 
1882, is again on trial, for tbe fourth time. 
Dr. Stollard, of the Microscopical Society, 
announces that he has found tubercles in a 
chicken. 
He thinks tuberculosis a com­ 
m on disease among fowls. 
Sheriff A. C. McCloud of San Luis Obis­ 
po county .arrested W illiam W illiam s in 
this city on a charge of having stolen a 
tearuj from a Mr. Crawford . ot San Luis 
Obispo. 
Charles Lux, of the firm of Miller <fc 
Lux. who has been dangerously ill for sev­ 
eral days with pneumonia, and whose life 
was despaired of on Monday and Tuesday, 
is better. 
There are now 10,000 gallons of cherry 
juice bonded in a warehouse, which no 
Tiwner dares to step forward and claim, 
owning to the agitation against the wine 
adulteration. • 
, 
A. P. Connor, a laborer, while engaged 
in piling logs of wood in the basement of 
Sw ain's bakery on M arket street, dropped 
dead, presum ably from heart disease. 
The 
body was removed to the morgue. 
In the case of J. T. Noonan against the 
Sutter County Land Company, an action 
for the recovery of $20,770 for constructing 
a levee for defendants in Sutter county, 
Judge Sullivan has decided for tbe defend­ 
ants. 
Districtl Attorney Stonehill has filed an 
information against " Dr.” Jam es Hodges 
who exploded a bomb in the Grand opera- 
house. 
In the information 
Hodges is 
charged with ielony and an attem pt to 
commit m urder. 
A m arriage license was issued by the 
County Clerk of Alameda on behalf of 
Miss Jeffreys Lewis and H arry M ainhall, 
the actor. 
As soon as the marriage cere­ 
m ony is performed the couple will start on 
a starring ttmr through M ontana. 
John O’Brien was held to answer, with 
bail fixed at $1,000, on a charge of m an­ 
slaughter. 
He threw a scale weight at Jer­ 
emiah Johnson, with whom he had a diffi 
culty over a tailor's bill. 
Johnson was 
badly hurt’, and has since died. 
Tbe Secretary of the Treasury at W ash­ 
ington is reported to have made a ruling 
that all seized opium containing less than 
9 per cent, of m orphia shall be destroyed 
instead of being sold for tne benefit of the 
officers m aking the seizure, as heretofore. 
W hile searching for opium on the Gaelic, 
which arrivett from China a lew days ago. 
the Custom-house Inspectors were rewarded 
by finding sixty-five five-taei boxes hidden 
in ¡the wainscoting of one of the toilet- 
rooms. The seizure amounted to about 
$600. 
The local agents of the Eastern railroad 
lines have retained an attorney and will 
contest the legality of the ordinat.ee re­ 
quiring them to pay a quarterly license. 
The Supreme Court of. the United States 
has decided that such a tax is unconstitu­ 
tional. Each agent here is taxed $100 a 
year, and the street drum m ers pay a li­ 
cense of $10 a quarter. 
A meteorogieal society has been estab­ 
lished on the grounds of the State U ni­ 
versity. at Berkeley, in connection with the 
observatory on the hill north of the North 
H all building. 
It is in charge of Professor 
Frnnk Soule, of the Department of Astron­ 
omy. 
Daily barometical and therm om et­ 
ical records, as well as those of weather, 
relative hum idity and precipitation, are 
kept. 
. 
Judge Gibson has rendered a verbal de­ 
cision in the Todd will case. 
H e was satis­ 
fied th at the will presented for probate was 
never signed by J. M. Todd, and thought 
that the attem pt to have it probated was a 
bold, blundering crime. 
The attem pt had 
not even been conducted wilh any degree of 
shrewdness. It was his judgm ent that the 
will presented for probate was not the will 
of John M. Todd and that the allegations 
filed by the contestant wee* true. The will 
was refused probate. 
John J. Eads, in the employ of the 
M erchants' Exchange as a m arine reporter, 
was arrested upon a charge of assault with 
a deadly weapon. 
About 11 o’fclock on 
W ednesday night he shot a young boat­ 
m an named Gorman on the corner of Ma­ 
son and Vandewater streets. The shot 
took effect in the young m an's arm, in ­ 
flicting a flesh wound. In justification of 
his act, Eads says he was knocked down 
and beaten by a wowd of boatmen, and 
fired into them in self-defense. 


A N'e Plug n t r a B and. 
The San Francisco Post of last evening 
say s: 
• 
Fred. Innes, the great trom bone.player, 
has entered into an engagement with the 
Directors of the Mechanics' Institute which 
will give San Francisco the best band in 
America. 
He has undertaken to furnish a 
band of sixty-five musicians of the highest 
class, and to rehearse them and take charge 
of them. The band is to have one m onth’3 
rehearsal and be ready for performances by 
the time that the Mechanics' Fair opens in 
August, and it is the intention of the Di­ 
rectors of tbe Institute to remodel and dec­ 
orate the interior of the building and give 
regular promenade concerts thereafter in 
the same style as given by Gilmore’s Band 
at Madison Square, New York, Mr. Innes’ 
band, besides being strong in brass, will be 
a complete reed band, and this will enable 
him to give all the W agnerian schools of 
composition with the most complete ef­ 
fects. The programme for the opening con­ 
cert has already been arranged, and con­ 
sists of seven classical compositions and a 
sim ilar num ber of high-class popular arias, 
besides a trombone solo by Innes.

FARMING RECLilMEI) LANDS. 


A F a rm W ith a 
P ro m isin g Y ield of 
#300,000 W o rth o f W h eat. 
W ebb Curtis, owner of the Sir John 
Lester Kaye ranch, above K night’s Land­ 
ing, has given the following account of the 
condition of crops on tbe river to the Yo'.o 
Mail .■ 
" No, sir, the last rise in the river didn't 
fill it w ithin six feet of the bank full. Our 
grain is growing beautifully, and we feel 
certain of big crops. 
I have 8,090 acres in, 
equally divided between the Kaye ranch 
and the Bullard A Hager ranch. 
I lease 
the latter. 
The Kaye ranch I bought last 
year for $60.000. Out of m y entire 8.000 
iteres ot grain I will lose not more than 
300 acres by flood, and this was caused by 
the water coming in on me from the hills 
and getting behind my levees. 
Even this 
sm all piece 1 intend to p ut in again. 
" No, the ranchers on the river have not 
suffered by floods this year. 
There is Ja ­ 
cob Frazier—he had his entire 3,000 acres 
of grain completely under water, but his 
crop is coming out 
splendidly, and be 
w on't lose more than 400 acres. A. H. 
Rose saw his 4,000 acres flooded, but his 
grain seems to have been benefited by it, 
for it is growing splendidly, and not more 
than 300 acres have been drowned out, and 
that he will reseed. 
“ The levee break at Brow ning’s, which 
flooded these men. is now repaired. It was 
a break fifteen feet deep and 300 feet long. 
District 108 is not hurt at all, and we ex­ 
pect twenty sacks to the acre—anywhere 
from forty to forty-five bushels. 
" You never saw cleaner or healthier 
looking wheat in your life than that grown 
down on the river. 
In the district there 
are not less than 30,00o acres in wheat, and 
the break at Browning's on the 14th of 
February did not drown out more than 
1.500 acres altogether.

“ Yes, sir, the outlook is splendid. 
I 
don’t expect that prices will either rise or 
fall m aterially, although a European war 
would inflate prices at once.

nia is upon the eve of a term of great pros­ 
perity.” 
According to Mr. Curtis' estimate, h¡9 
8.000 acres, averaging 40 bushels to the acre, 
will yield 320,000 bushels, or 19,200,000 
pounds. 
It will require 160.000 bags to 
sack the crop, which at 8 cents would cost 
nearly $13.000. 
At the present prices, 
$1 52j to $1 55 for No. 1 shipping, Mr. Cur­ 
tis’ crop will bring in something like

Mrs. Mort had always acted as his secre­ 
tary ; was familiar with his style, ideas and 
projects and has doubtless literary ability 
of her own. Nothing easier, then* for her 
than to carry on her husband’s work and 
to pass off lier own productions as his on 
his publishers, who only knew him by his 
writing. She had probably an ambition to 
satisfy ; and besides, £2.000 a year is not to 
be despised. I am not sorry that she has 
beeu found out. as the execution ot her 
plan would, sooner or later, have, got her 
into trouble.' 
“ In short," said Chariie. “ our parish 
mystery turns out to he a simple case of 
“ ‘The wife, resigned to Heaven's wilt, 
Now carries on the business stiff.' " 
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NEW IN'ECT PESTt*. 
Hanger ot Tlicir Introduction from Japan 
and China. 
The following communication from W. 
G. Klee, State Inspector of Fruit Pests, is 
addressed to the Butrón under date of the 
2d inst.: 
During the last month it has been evi­ 
dent to my mind that we stand consider­ 
able danger of importing new scale insects 
to this State from L’hina and Japan, no less 
than two kinds of such insects having been 
found on oranges brought from Japan. In 
case of a large shipmeut of orange trees 
sent from Japan I discovered trace of a red 
orange scale, probably Aspidotus aurantii, 
and had the whole lot of trees disinfected. 
Before I learnt of the existence of this 
shipment, however, trees had been sold, 
which thus may scatter infection. A quar­ 
antine guardian was appointed by me to 
look after the infected shipments; never­ 
theless, in many cases no information may 
reach us. The other day ati orange from 
Japan, purchased in the California market, 
was found to he infected wi’h the oyster 
shell scale, Mytilas¡)is citricola. a species 
not known to he in this State, hut having 
proved very dangerous in Florida. Trees 
imported from abroad should he thor­ 
oughly scrutinized, and if anything the 
least suspicious is seen on them, the speci­ 
men should be forwarded, carefullv 
wrapped, to this office. Iu rase of import­ 
ers. it Í9 their duty to- notify this office as 
soon as shipments arrive. As a matter of 
fact, it is an impossibility for one or two 
men to prevent the introduction of injur­ 
ious insects without the closest co-opera­ 
tion with the persons representing the fruit 
interests. The establishment of local hor­ 
ticultural societies is an immense heip in 
the matter, as they may not only help this 
office in pointing out infected stock, but 
members may individually agitate the mat­ 
ter and educate public opinion to the ne­ 
cessity of the greatest care being taken to 
suppress all kinds of insect pests. For 
every new pest we receive from abroad we 
think we have received the wors', and that 
there are not anv more tocome. No greater 
mistake ; there are many very dangerous 
insects we might, get yet. Let iis all guard 
against these, and not permit anything sus­ 
picious to go past unnoticed. 
L- inon Growing. 
As many are setting out lemon trees in 
Central California, the following, .written 
by O. H. Conger, of Los Angeles, and pub­ 
lished in the Rural Californium, concerning 
the culture of this class of fiuit. will be of 
interest: 
In speaking of the lemon industry, in 
particular, there are many distinctions to 
be drawn between that and the rearing of 
the orange in Southern California. The 
lemon does not require the rich soil that 
the orange de'ights in. Too rich a soil 
produres an over-sizrtl lemon, even in the 
favorite budded varieties. . 
The overgrown lemon is not marketable 
—is shunned by the dealers. It should be 
excluded from the clayey and heavy soil, 
and on no account should*a seedling lemt n 
he tolerated even under the most favorable 
conditions of soil and surroundings. The 
lemon also budded to orange stocks is al­ 
most invariably overgrown and fearfully 
ill-shaped, the tendency to sprout being 
greatly increased. 
Onr lemon markets have been nearly 
ruined by forcing upon them the unripe 
seedling lemon—a product entirely unlit 
for any market. 
The apologist for them assert that if left 
to ripen on the trees they become too large 
and evaporate their juice, hence the course 
heretofore adopted of picking and shipping 
them green. The budded varieties require 
no such treat me-rU, hut on the contrary, if 
picked only when lullv ripe and once 
placed on straw or even tlie’earth around 
the body of the tree in the shade as picked, 
and allowed to remain there for ten days or 
two weeks before removing to the packing 
house, not one per cent, will decay in a rea­ 
sonable time, with subsequent* ordinary 
handling. Putting them in boxes, cellars 
or buildings is a fatal mistake, until the 
liquid secretion of the rind has nearly or 
juite evaporated by the exposure above 
mentioned. The above only alludes to the 
budded varieties. Many are already cut­ 
ting down their seedlings, having discov­ 
ered their utter worthlessness, as a rule, as 
compared to well-known budded varieties 
A Plea for the Mission Grape. 
The early vineyards were all of the Mis­ 
sion grapes. Vintages from vines of this 
variety grown on damp ground and care­ 
lessly made had few of the characteristics 
of noble wines. They were lacking in 
bouquet and In flavor, and they were rough 
and acid. Thus grew up a desire for new 
varieties of wines, nearly all of which were 
imported from France and Germany. In- 
telligeilTpeople knew the great difference 
between the climate along the Rhine, the 
Rhone and the Elbe and Los Angeles. One 
is much more like the climate of Italy and 
Spain. The Mission vine came from the 
latteT country. In spite of these facts, our 
best vigneroiis gave themselves over to the 
opinion that the Zinfadel, the Blaue Elbe, 
the Malvoisie, the Burger and other foreign 
vines, would make better wines, particu­ 
larly of the dry varieties. Experience is 
leading a good many back to the old time 
favorite. People here of twenty years ago 
always did know that the Mission grape 
was capable of beiDg converted into wines 
of all sorts, and of the noblest qualities. 
Some of them have seen bottles of white, 
dry wines made of this grape opened, that 
sparkled like champagne, that was as a 
crystal spring, with a bouquet the most 
delicate and a flavor like nectar. Cuca­ 
monga wine was famous a score of years 
ago. The Anaheim people made white 
wine fit for the table of any connoisseur 
before a foreign grape had been crushed in 
this country. For the sweet wine family 
know that the old-timer has no superior in 
the whole vine family. For port, angelica, 
sherry and brandy there is nothing like it. 
As it is discovered that our Zinfaridel pos­ 
sesses too mnch acid and will not become 
smooth, and that other foreign grapes fail 
to produce ideal wines, growers are leaning 
to look with favor on the pioneer grape of 
the country. A revulsion in favor of the 
Mission grape has already set in. This will 
grow into a permanent preference for it. 
which will set it beiore all the varieties 
known.—Lot Angeles Herald.

REMAKING THE MAP. 


T he passage of the bill to add the Idaho 
panhandle to W ashington T erritory was a 
wise action. 
T hat it has failed, however, 
to become a law now, does not indicate its 
ultim ate and permanent defeat. 
Congress 
wili renew the measure, and we believe it 
w ill be erected into law. 
Though post­ 
poned for a time, the question is still liv­ 
ing, and in the period between this date 
and th e next assembling of the national 
legislature it ought to be debated before 
th e people. 
The Houses having reflected 
th e 
popular 
judgm ent 
relative 
to 
th e 
transfer 
of 
the 
panhandle 
to 
W ashington 
Territory, 
it 
remains 
to 
be 
seen w hether the Congress next to 
treat 
the 
subject will 
go 
beyond 
th at 
and 
annex 
the 
southern 
por­ 
tion of Idaho to Nevada, and the western 
part 
of 
U tah 
to the 
same 
State. 
To carry out 
the 
plan 
would 
give 
th e dignity and advantages of statehood to 
large and fruitful sections of Idaho and 
U tah, while Nevada would receive, by this 
injection 
of 
new 
blood, much-needsd 
■strength. 
There appears to be not much 
objection made to the scheme concerning 
th e Idaho annexation. 
But on- the Utah 
side of the question, the proposal is at­ 
tached to this other, th at the rem ainder of 
U tah shall be annexed to Colorado, and 
this involves much wider issues. 
The 
división would dispose of Utah, and forever 
and effectually settle the Mormon ques- 
lion. 
W hat may be said in favor of the plans? 
F irst, that as W ashington T erritory is as­ 
sured of admission into the Union very 
. soon—in ail probability next w inter—and 
as the panhandle, by the physical confor­ 
m ation of the country, belongs to her 
watershed, it is the best thing to do for 
the panhandle people, and places them 
practically in a State, without the cost 
and labor of erecting an independent one 
for themselves. 
Next, th at the addition 
of southern Idaho to Nevada is suggested 
by the dim inution of territorial area by 
the subtraction of the Panhandle, by eco­ 
nomical and trade considerations, by what 
is believed to be the desire of the people 
in the premises, by the natural conforma­ 
tion of the couutry, and by the need to 
augment the populous and w ealth-produc­ 
ing strength of Nevada. 
Finally, th at the 
slicing of U tah longitudinally will attach 
th e region east of the W alisateh range to 
a section to which it is topographically 
related, and ’the people of which have a 
State government in good financial con­ 
dition, and who can thus extend to the 
U tahans the full privileges of citizenship, 
w ithout the new cost and taxation insep­ 
arable from the launching of a State. The 
addition of west U tah to N evada will still 
m ore augment the im portance of that 
State, which is lacking in population and 
other m aterial strength, and while giving 
it vast territorial expanse blots out for­ 
ever the contentious question of the ad­ 
mission of U tah as a State. 
W hat may be said against the plan ? 
T h a t it will deprive the Senate of the 
U nited States of four members in pros­ 
pective ; but it is not by any means to be 
taken as an ill. 
It will not disturb, at 
least, tiie political character of th e Senate, 
an d Republicans will deem th at a negative 
virtue at least. 
The Senate is a large 
body already, w«ile the population under 
th e new arrangement would have in that 
body representation at once, th at other­ 
wise it cannot hope for in many years. 
B ut 
the 
cutting 
up 
of 
U tah 
would 
greatly 
inconvenience 
her 
people 
by 
removing 
the 
political 
seat nearly 500 miles west in the one case 
and 325 east in the other. 
T his is among 
th e lesser considerations in these days of 
telegraphy and rapid and many facilities 
for transportatiou. After all, the distances 
are not greater than those traversed by 
th e people of several sections of some 
o th er States of the Union in reaching po­ 
litical centers. 
Moreover, if the need de­ 
veloped, there would unquestionably be 
adjustm ents made to accommodate the 
greater number. 
I t 
is protested 
that 
th is 
dismemberment 
of 
U tah 
would 
be an outrage upon.the rights of the peo­ 
ple, whose claim th at the territory he 
m ade an independent State is superior in 
strength to th at which fortified the admis­ 


sion of Nevada. 
So far as th at is con­ 
cerned Nevada came in under stress of 
weather, and it is unprofitable to refer to 
th at m atter now. 
She is a State in the 
U nion; she needs strength; it can be 
gained by the absorption of adjacent terri­ 
tory that will also be benefited by invest­ 
ment w ith independency and sovereignty, 
it 
will 
trench 
upon 
no 
absolute 
rights of the people of U tah, since they 
have none— as a political group— except 
such as Congress grants, and which it has 
the right to withdraw at any time. 
It is 
proposed rather to give them new rights; 
without imposing upon them increased 


taxation. 
The abandonment of territories will lessen 
the expenses of territorial government, and 
increase num erically the representation 
of the people in the lower House of Con­ 
gress, dispense with many Federal officers, 
and put the question of polygamy in the 
guise of religion, into the hands of two 
States, which the people of the country 
can trust to deal w ith it under the local 
laws against vicious practices, while it 
will give the death-blow to a system under 
which a priesthood has dominated in all 
the affairs of a rich territory of the na­ 
tion. 
It is objected th at the people of Idaho 
are not a unit upon the question ; th at Col­ 
orado does cot ask for or desire new terri­ 
tory; th at in U tah the sentiment, even 
among Gentiles, is not strong for the dis­ 
memberment. 
Certainly the thought of 
the 
people most interested should be 
known. 
There ought to be no radical 
geographical and political changes except 
clearly in the interests of good govern­ 
m ent and of the people. 
T heir conveni­ 
ence, ability to take up new burdens, ob­ 
jections to the proposed changes, the sep­ 
aration of communities by State lines and 
differing State laws — all these things 
should have careful consideration. 
For 
there 
are 
two sides 
to 
this 
ques­ 
tion, 
certainly, and there is a 
forci­ 
ble 
argument advanced 
on 
both. 
But we confess 
th at as we are now in ­ 
formed concerning 
the population and 
wealth statistics 
of the 
section, after 
taking into consideration the infamy of 
Mormon rule, th e great good its overthrow 
would accomplish, the needs of Nevada, 
the solicitude of Idaho to enter the Union, 
the certainty that W ashington Territory 
wdll scfou lie admitted, the scheme presents 
itself w ith a great deal of force, and com­ 
mands profound consideration. 


A CONFESSION OF IGNORANCE. 


Referring to the disapproval of the 
stamp and label hill, and the refusal of the 
Assembly to override the veto, the San 
Fraucisco Chronicle, which is proverbially 
a day behind the age in all m atters that 
do not imm ediately concern its own do­ 
mestic economy, says; 
Now that the Stamp Act has receive,! its coup 
de grace by the refusal of the Assembly to pass 
it over the Governor's veto, it seems to t>e an ap­ 
propriate time for the inquiry. How did it come 
to pass iu the first place? It seemed to slide 
through !*>th the Assembly and the Senate as if 
it had been greased, and public attention was 
not called to its destructiveness until it was 
actually in Governor Bartlett's hands. 
* 
* 
* 
There is a general feeling of wonder as to how 
its fatal effee: could have escaped the attention 
of metnlarrs in both houses who are acquainted 
with public affairs, and who are accustomed to 
the construction of language. 
H ad th at unstable sheet been half as a t­ 
tentive to the proceedings before and about 
the Legislature, as it pretends to be v irtu ­ 
ous and public-spirited, it would never 
have been guilty of such exposure of its 
gross ignorance, as the inquiry it suggests 
establishes. 
“ How did it come to pass in 
the first place?” 
By the truckling of the 
San Francisco delegation to the so-called 
labor organizations. 
Afraid 
of them, 
anxious to lick the dnst before their feet 
in order to gain their favor, th at delega­ 
tion stood the chief friend of the vicious 
measure. 
In precisely the same way, 
when whisky demanded exemption from 
like treatm ent w ith other business in the 
m atter of license taxation, the .San F ran­ 
cisco delegation crawled upon its belly be­ 
fore the power that moves political wheels, 
fortifies political bossism and hedges about 
most of the political corruption and venal­ 
ity of the day. 
H ad the Chronicle l>een 
at all awake to what was transpiring lie- 
fore its eyes, it vyould havS seen exactly 
“ what w'as the m atter.” 
It would seem th at only the Chronicle 
failed to know th at “ public attention ’ 
was called to the bill long prior to its 
passage. 
The press of this city, some of 
the press of San Francisco, and a num ber 
of interior journals assailed the measure 
before passagé, exposing its rottenness and 
warning the Legislature not to pass it. 
T he representative of the San Francisco 
Board of Trade fairly made his home in 
tliis city for weeks, for the sale purpose of 
battling th at and its sister vicious meas­ 
ures referring to tiie stam ping and labeling 
and dating of manufactures. 
The debates 
before the committees and in the houses 
were current in the daily news reports, 
subject to no concealment about the Cap­ 
itol, and thoroughly debated bv a large 
portion of the press of the State. 
Y et the 
Chronicle, forever blowing its own trum pet 
and proclaiming itself an exponent of pub­ 
lic opinion and a watchman upon the 
walls of virtue, though never vindicating 
its claims to high moral attributes, is sur­ 
prised—and assumes th at therefore the 
public m ust be— that opposition to the 
bill was so neglected, and th at it should 
have passed in the first place. 
T he tru th 
is, the fatal effect of the bill “ escaped the 
attention of no one,” and no one is sur­ 
prised except the Chronicle. 
Everybody 
else knows th at the terrorism of the trades 
unionsbroodedoverthe Legislature. Every 
one knows they directed th eir servitors 
to support the bill, and they olieyed, excus­ 
ing themselves by the open statem ent 
upon the legislative floor th at violations of 
the ‘‘ law ” by such as the labor organiza­ 
tions saw fit to exem pt would be winked 
at. 
So far from there being a “ general 
feeling of wonder ” as to what arguments 
were used to secure the passage of the bill, 
the real wonder of the people is .hat there 
was enough of the leaven of conscience in 
the Assembly to prevent the m ustering of 
the necessary two-thirds vote to pass it de­ 
spite the veto.

AND NOW THE CHICKENS. 


In regular order air. water, m ilk, beef 
and m utton have been declared by scien­ 
tists 
menaces 
to 
hum an life 
as 
the 
possible medium for transm itting disease, 
and people have been advised to be on 
their guard against the whole lot, and to 
use them with as 
much refinement of 
caution as one would cxércise in visiting a 
powder mill. 
W e at least thought that 


the toothsome “ chicken ” would be left to 
comfort the itinerant clergy and the rest 
o ' mankind. 
But here comes a scientific 
light of the Sau Francisco Microscopical 
Society, and *in a learned essay, fortified 
by 
microscopes 
a n d ' prepared 
slides 
and analytical expositions, declares the 
domestic fowl to be, in very many cases, 
the enemy of mankind. 
Dr. Stallard, 
armed with microscopic plates containing 
cross 
sections 
of 
the 
lungs, 
spleen 
and 
mesenteric glands 
of the chick­ 
en, declares th at this inoffensive member 
of the anim al kingdom is the means of 
transm itting to man the germs of the 
dread disease consumption. 
The fact that 
cows can communicate scarlet fever to liu- 
m.m beings, the dog transm it to them 
blood poisoning and eruptive afflictions, 
and horses convey glandular and mem­ 
braneous disease, was well known. 
But 
who ever entertained any suspicion of the 
barn-yard fowl? 
Dr. Stallard proved, at 
least to his own satisfaction, th at in the 
flesh of chickens may be frequently found 
the germs that will inuoculate us w ith 
consumption. T h e report of the m eeting 
shows th at— 
He was led to a consideration of this subject 
recently bv a bit of personal experience. He 
had been Ml. and while approaching reeoveiy, 
his wife purchased at the m arket a young broil­ 
er, and took it home for preparing a meal. 
The doctor did not [give the reasons which led 
h im ’to examine the fowl oeibre cooking, but 
said that he did examine it and was surprised 
to find it loaded with consumption in every 
¡■art. He was led to examine other fowls that 
were offered Tor sale and to make a special study 
fjr evidences of bracilli. In the standard books 
he read that in France fowls fed upon the spu­ 
tum of consumptive people .became iuocoulated 
with consumption. This fact 
was first an­ 
nounced by Oeh, and his name was given to the 
bacilli. He proved that the bneilli gained ac­ 
cess to the system of the fowls through the low­ 
er part of the «esophagus, the next part attacked 
was the alim entary canal, and lastly the liver, 
spleen and skin. Dr. Stallard sai«l he did not 
wish to cause unnecessary alarm to the com­ 
munity by the above presentation of facts, but 
he thought the Society and the medical profes­ 
sion might investigate the subject with advan­ 
tage. No better proof oi the injurious effect of 
these bacilli could be afforded than when he 
offered his dog a portion of the first “broiler’' 
examined. The sagacious beast turned up his 
nose at the bonne boucbe and refused to be in- 
oceulated. Some one asked the doctor if h^s 
dog had been shown the specimens through his 
microscope. 
The doctor said no, but his dog's 
scent was probably better that his eyesight. 
The doctor should have added to the 
gratitnde hum anity owes him, by giving 
the breed of his dog, since it may now be 
‘deemed essential for hotel-keepers, res- 
tauranteurs and housewives to keep saga­ 
cious lirutes w ith cultured sense of smell­ 
ing, in order to test the roasts, fricassees 
and pot-pies of Sunday dinners. 
But that 
the doctor was in “ dead earnest ’’ is estab­ 
lished further on in the report, for he ex­ 
pressed him self as satisfied th at five or six 
per cent, of the fowls offered for sale in 
the city of San Francisco were afflicted 
with consumption ; th at bacillus was de­ 
stroyed by any heat greater than 1 GO de- 
gre— Fahrenheit, consequently if all fowls 
were thoroughly broiled or 1 «oiled, all dis­ 
ease germs would be destroyed ; still he 
did not relish the idea of tem pting his sys­ 
tem with such luxuries. 
We have not im­ 
plicit faith in Dr. Sta'llard's assertion : his 
sincerity we do rot d o u b t; but one-tw entieth 
the entire product of a great food industry 
should not rest under such grave condem­ 
nation w ithout stronger support than the 
investigation prosecuted by a single enthu­ 
siastic microscopist. 
T he Microscopical 
Society having perm itted Dr. Stallard'- 
statem ents to go the public, it is bound in 
good conscience to now thoroughly inves­ 
tigate ou its.own account. 


style th at should give its author’s name to 
im m ortality. 
Men do not more prefer wit, 
but this is not saying th at w ith thought 
they do not prefer the style th at combines 
both, and thus rises above the cold and the 
commonplace. 
The hard, dry, tediously 
argum entative writers on the one hand, 
and those pleasantly amusing on the other, 
are not those who m ake most lasting im ­ 
pressions. 
Men certainly like well enough 
to be amused, but genuine wit never 
descends to the mere Wyel of amusement. 
T hat men prefer wit is because it lights up 
thought and gives to it vigor and brilli­ 
ancy; but they do not seek books earnestly 
that claim to live hv wit alone; the thought 
in hooks is w hat gives them life. 
I t must 
underlie wit, humor, fancy, and all else to 
give im m ortality to any genius. 


S p e a k in g of the possibilities in the 
scheme of labor organization for the good 
of wage-winners, the San Francisco Alto 
says: 
If they inculcated a spirit oí rivalry in skill 
in the handicrafts, and their membership were 
a guarantee ot sobriety, trustiness and fidelity— 
if their ranks were open to emi- oyer and em­ 
ployed alike, and it their discussions ran to the 
domestic- economies which are the road to inde­ 
pendence. they would serve a noble purpose. 
“ If? ” Yes, if they were actuated by the 
proper spirit, led by men who do not 
preach the pernicious doctrine that the 
best interests of the working classes are 
conserved by a chronic state of antago­ 
nism to capital and th e employing class 
and such workers as refuse to harness 
themselves to trade 11111003 and cease la­ 
boring for their families at the whim of a 
m ajority in such bodies; if the false lead­ 
ers who now rule the trade organizations 
could be replaced by men with something 
more than selfish ends in view, and who 
would be actuated by motives in which 
hatred, jealousy an(l a disposition to pull 


down others hare no p a rt; if—yes, the 
possibilities for good for organized labor 
under proper leadership tind proper teach­ 
ing, are so great that we can conceive of no 
Letter state of industrial society than that 


fostered by such as-ocia ted efforts to ad­ 
vance. elevate au<l generally better the 
condition of wage-workers. 


T h e Republican Senate proposed to ex 
pend $40.000,000 upon the fortifications of 
the country and the protection of our 
exposed ports. 
The Democratic House 
insisted upon reducing the amount to 
$17,000,000. 
One 
was 
for 
steel guns 
and 
genuine 
defenses; 
the 
other for 
cheap 
guns 
and 
cheaper 
fortifica­ 
tions. 
Between 
the 
two 
the 
bill 
failed, and is cause of regret to every cit­ 
izen who has given tiie question of our 
exposed coasts any considerable thought. 
B ut let the blame attach where it belongs. 
The Senate was right, and the House stu- 
pidlv wrong. 
The right tiling to do was 
to expend enough to make the result prac­ 
tical; th at was the spirit of the .'senate, 
and to depart from it to the poor economy 
of the Democracy in the House would have 
been unwise. 
The better policy prevailed 
—resistance to narrow views and submis­ 
sion of the whole question to the consider­ 
ation of the people. 
W e do not believe 
the new Congress will go up to W ashing­ 
ton at al! misunderstanding the people on 
the issue. 
The judgm ent of the Senate 
will be approved, and the needed liberal 
sums he vet voted. 


A BOOK NEEDED. 


The Chicago Inter-Ocean demands that 
a hook lie w ritten at once upon the clima­ 
tology of America. 
It is correct in its 
statem ent that it has been the fashion in 
Europe, and even in some parts of our 
own country, to decry our clim ate as the 
worst in the world outside the A rctic zone. 
The tru th is, it is, as a whole, salubrious, 
health-giving, as good as the lies', and bet- - 
ter than most. 
Comparable with that of j 
England, Russia, .‘south America, B ritish ¡ 
Columbia, and the whale north of Europe, 
we have a better clim ate when the whole 
empire of the republic is taken together. 
T he only volume of im portance likely to 
have reading abroad, that ever treated the 
subject comprehensively, was that of Lorin 
Blodget, issued in 1857. 
B ut it was th e 
result of official inquiry made and statistics 
gathered years before that, qtid when cli­ 
matology was mare lim ited in its research 
and the agencies for its unfold ment. 
So 
the work is^ealiy nearly half a hundred 
years behind the age, and, as our contem- ■ 
porary remarks, “ its data is rendered val­ 
ueless by the more systematic work of the 
signal corps w ithin the last two decades.” 
In such a volume as is suggested, Califor­ 
nia would find benefit. 
It would give to 
popular reading facts concerning this State 
which are now but im perfectly understood 
abroad. 
W e have much concent there­ 
fore, th at meteorological science should 
give us a work on th is subject for popular 
reading th at wili be accepted as an au­ 
thority. 
The Inter-Ocean, which is earnest 
in its efforts to have such a work prepared, 
says: 
The wi-rk should include a thorough treatise 
on the meteorology and physical geography of 
the continent, with fall explanations of the 
charts, signals and methods of the weather bu­ 
reau 
ana descriptions of storms, prevailing 
wind currents and varied atmospheric phenom ­ 
ena peculiar to oar clim ate. It should also 
give a comparative showing of the sanitary ad­ 
vantages and resources of our country for the 
support and comfort of the vast popula'ions 
destined to inhabit it. Sncb a work would be 
gratifying to national pride, as well as interest­ 
ing to the student of nature. 


T hf. New York Tribune responds to flic 
plea against th-.- excise law th at it cannot 
he enforced, that all such excuses are weak 
apologies for failing to do w hat is right, 
and demanded by tiie law. 
It might have 
added with, force, “ for cowardly failing to 
<lo what is right.” 
T he officers of the 
law in California can, if they wish, enforce 
the gambling laws. 
They are perfectly 
well aware of this fa c t; every one of them 
knows it. and the plea th at it cannot be 
done is simply the child of the desire on 
the part of the adm inistrators of the law 
th at it shall not be done. 
The law against 
lottery advertising and sale of tickets can 
he enforced, and títere is not an officer in 
this citv or State, or a grand juror of any 
pane! who does not know it. 
They know, 
or ought to— since there is not only no 
concealment made of the m atter, hut ex­ 
ceeding publicity—th at over 2,000 tickets 
for a notorious foreign lottery were openly 
peddled and sold in this city- w ithin a fort­ 
night, and that regular policy shops are 
dealing in them on the principal streets. 
But then the lottery ticket vendors have 
votes and political influence, and the offi­ 
cials whose duty it is to support and en­ 
force th e laws know it. 


M r. J a m e s B r e c k P e r k in s , in a re­ 
view in the Atlantic of G au tiers style-, and 
the amusement his sim plicity and nairete 
furnish his readers, adds, “ Men like to be 
amused, and wit, more than thought, keeps 
books alive.” 
T he statem ent will scarcely 
bear the test of exam ination. 
If the critic 
had said men like to be “ entertained,” he 
would have been more accurate. 
There is 
a very broad distinction between the two. 
W e do not recall a single author who 
m erely amused whose works have much 
outlived him . 
W it is not more the basis 
for amusement than for intellectual enter­ 
tainm ent. 
If we read an author to he 
amused, we read him to forge*. 
But the 
wit th at challenges the intellect, while it 
pleases the humorous sense, is entertaining 
in a lasting degree. 
It may amuse, but it 
does more, it charms the reader if it does 
not convince him. 
The wit th at is merely 
amusing hum or neither gives nor receives 
blows th a t count for much. 
“ Style,” as 
Mathews so trenchantly puts it, “is. and 
ever has been, the most vital element of 
literary imm ortalities. 
It cannot be 
therefore, th at the flowers of imagination 
which arc grouped only to amuse, satisfy 
men’s taste for good style more than 
th o u g h t; nor, indeed, that wit is preferred. 
W ere this true, we should have no capacity 
among men to recognize the qualities of 


T h e Vrooman dynam ite bill lias passed 
both Houses, and is probably by this tim e 
a law. 
It is one of a few good measures 
that goes far toward condonation of the 
delays of the Houses early in the session.

T h e N ational G uard of C alifornia has 
reason to be th an k fu l to the L egislature 
now in session. 
T hat body has done bet­ 
ter for o u r citizen soldiers th an its prede­ 
cessors, an d th e result w ill be a general 
b rightening up o f the force. 
T he officers 
an d m en w ill feel encouraged to go on in 
th eir w ork, w ill feel th a t th eir services are 
appreciated, and w ill be abie to appear 
sho rtly in bright, new uniform s, and go 
in to an encam pm ent both this year and 
next. 
E ach com pany receives $100 per 
m onth for rent, care o f arm s, uniform s, 
etc. 
T hey w ill not have to expend any of 
th is for som e years in the purchase of u n i­ 
form s, so it leaves a little fund for target 
practice and other purposes. 
T here has 
also been set aside $3,500 for target prac­ 
tice, w hich w ill be placed by G eneral Cosby 
w here th e service requires it m ost, and it is 
altogether likely th at this m ost useful duty 
o f a soldier (to be a good m arksm an) w ill 
receive a new im petus, and th at particular 
atten tio n w ill be paid to encouraging prac­ 
tice at th e butts. 
T he M ilitary Com m ittees 
in both houses deserve the th an k s of the 
N ational G uard. 
It did not require m uch 
persuasion to show them th at it w ould be 
th eir d u ty to place th e com panies on a 
good footing, and am ong th em stand out 
conspicuously Senator Jones, now Lieu- 
tenant-C olonel on th e G overnor's sta ff; 
A ssem blym an H arry Carroll, also on the 
G overnor's staff, and th a t prince ot good 
fellows, Colonel Cooley, C hairm an o f th e 
M ilitary C om m ittee in the lower house.

A m ong th e provisions of th e m ilitary 
bill, in addition to th e $50,000 for uniform s.

amended so as to read as follow s: 626. 
Every person who, in the State of Califor­ 
nia, between the 1st day of March and the 
10th day of September, in each year, hunts, 
pursues, takes, kills or destroys quail, 
partridges, or grouse, or rail, is guilty of 
a misdemeanor. 
Every person who, in 
any of the counties of this State, at any 
tim e takes, gathers, or destroys the eggs of 
an y quail, partridge, or grouse, is guiity of 
a misdemeanor. 
Every person who, in 
this State, between the 1st day of January 
an d the 1st dav of June, in each year, 
hunts, pursues, takes, kills, or destroys 
doves, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every 
person who, between the 13th day of De­ 
cember, in each year, and the 1st day of 
Ju ly in the following year, hunts, pursues, 
takes, kills, or destroys any male antelope, 
deer, or buck, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Every person in the State of California who 
has in his possession any hides or any 
•skins of deer, elk, antelope, or mountain 
sheep, killed between the 15th day of De­ 
cem ber and the 1st day of July, is guiity of 
a misdemeanor. Every person who shall 
at any time, in the State of California, 
hunt, pursue, take, kill, or destroy any fe­ 
m ale antelope, elk, m ountain sheep, female 
deer, or doe, shall be guilty of a misde­ 
m eanor. 
Every person who shall at any 
tim e hunt, pursue, take, kill, or destroy 
any spotted fawn, Í3 guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
Every person who shall take, 
kill or destroy any of the anim als m en­ 
tioned in this section, at any time, unless 
th e carcass? of such anim al is used or pre­ 
sented by the person taking or slaying it, 
or is sold for food, is guilty of a misde­ 
m eanor. Every person who shall buy. 
sell, oiler, or expose for sale, transport, or 
have in his-possession any deer, or deer­ 
skin or hide, from which evidence of sex 
has been removed, or any of the aforesaid 
gam e at a time when it is unlawful to kill 
the same provided by this and subsequent 
sections, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Section 2. Se .tion 631 of the same Act 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows : 
631. Every person who shall at any time 
net or pound any quail, partridge or grouse, 
and any person who shall sell, buy, trans­ 
port or give away, or offer or expose for 
sale, or have in his possession, any quail, 
partridge or grouse that have been snared, 
captured, or taken in by means of any net 
or pound, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Proof of possession of any quail, partridge, 
or grouse, which shall not show evidence 
of having been taken by means of other 
th an a net or pound, shall be p rim i facie 
evidence in any prosecution for a violation 
of the provisions of this section that the 
person in whose possession such quail, 
partridge, or grouse is found took, killed, 
o r destroyed the same by means of a net 
or pound. 
Section 3. Section 636 of the same Act is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows : 
636. Every person who shall set, use' 
or continue, or who shall assist in set­ 
ting, using or continuing, any pound, weir, 
set net, trnp. or any other fixed or perm a­ 
nent contrivance for catching fish, in the 
waters of this State, is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. Every person who shall cast, ex­ 
tern!, or set any seine or net of any kind 
for the catching of in any river, stream or 
slough of this State, w hich shall extend 
m ore than one-third across the width of 
said river, stream or slough at the time and 
place of such fishing, is guilty of a misde­ 
meanor. 
Every person who shall cast, ex­ 
tend, set, use or continue, or who shall as­ 
sist in-casting, extending, using or con­ 
tinuing, 
“ Chinese 
sturgeon lines," 
or 
“ Cninese shrim p or bag nets,” or lines or 
nets of sim ilar character, for the catching 
of fish in the waters of this State, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. Everv persou who, by 
seine or other means, shall catch the young 
fish of any species, and who shall not re­ 
turn the same to the water immediately 
and alive, or shall sejl or offer for sale any 
such fish, fresh or dried, is guilty of a ruis- 
dem eanoa 
Every person convicted of a 
violation of any of the provisions of this 
chapter shall be punished by fine of not 
less than $50 and not more than $360. or 
im prisonm ent in the county jail of tbe 
county where the offense was committed 
for not les3 than thirty days nor more than 
six months, or by both such fine and im ­ 
prisonm ent. One-third of all moneys col­ 
lected for fines for violation of the provi­ 
sions of this chapter to be paid to informer, 
one-third to the District A ttorney of the 
county in which the action is prosecuted, 
and one-third to the Fish Commissioners’ 
Fund of the State of California. Nothing 
in this chapter shall be construed to pro­ 
hibit the Uuited States Fish Commissioners 
o r the Fish Commissioners of the State of 
California from taking such fish as they 
sh all deem necessary for the purpose of 
artificial hatching, nor at any time. It shall 
not be lawful for any person to buy or sell, 
or offer or expose* for sale, w ithin this 
State, any kind of trout (except brook 
trout) less than eight inches in length. Any 
person violating any of the provisions of 
this section is gnilty of a misdemeanor. 
The Board of Supervisors of the several 
•counties of this State are authorized, by or­ 
dinance duly passed and published, to 
change the beginning or ending of the 
close season nam ed in Section 626 of this 
Code, so as to m ake the sam e conform to 
the needs of 
tbeir respective counties, 
■whenever in tbeir judgm ent they deem tbe 
sam e advisable. 
Section 4. This Act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage. 


H is h ló cen se in Illinois. 
T he attitude of the Prohibitionists toward 
th e higli-license bill in the New Y ork Leg­ 
islature is made a subject of severe criticism 
by the Chicago 
Tribune. 
Tbe Illinois 
high-licem e law took effect in 1884 0. 
It 
closed 1.000 saloons in the city of Chicago 
and 4.000 in the State. The revenue from 
liquor licenses in Chicago alone rose from 
$200,000 per year to $1,700,000. The law 
possessed other valuable features besides 
that of a fixed license of $500 for the sale of 
ardent spirits. It provided that all m uni­ 
cipalities m ight increase the license fee as 
m uch as they chose. They were not re­ 
stricted to $500 or any other sum. 
‘Scores 
of cities and towns*in Illinois." it says, 
“ imposed a tax ranging from $600 to $2,000 
on saloons. W hen a $2,000 tax is exacted 
the effect is to shrink up a dozen or a score 
of liquor shops into one, two or three, the 
others going out of the business; and if 
tax such does not prove sufficiently pro­ 
hibitory to such 
tbe prevailing senti­ 
m ent the people elect County Supervisors, 
or Town Councils, or Village Trustees, who 
refuse to grant licenses on any terms. 
In 
short, the Illinois liquor laws fit popular 
sentim ent and authorize the people of all 
portions of the State to have just that de­ 
gree of prohibition, tax o r regnlation thev 
desire and can enforce, or try to. providing 
the tax imposed shall not be under $500 
w h ere‘hard drinks’ are sold." The argu­ 
m ent of the Prohibitionists that the grant­ 
in g of any license to sell liquor makes the 
•community morally responsible for the 
evils of intoxication was one of the chisf 
obstacles to the high-license law in the Il­ 
linois Legislature. 
The obvious answer 
was that “ the right to sell liquor existed 
under the common law, and hence a 
statute, instead of enlarging tbe original 
privilege, can 
only restrict 
and 
lim it 
it bv imposing prohibition of more or 
less force.” The question for the Prohibi­ 
tion fanatics to answer th is : W hat would 
be the status of the liquor trade in the ab­ 
sence of any law ? A condition of no 
license would, of course, be a condition of 
free liquor. Therefore, any law that may 
be passed on the subject is in restraint of 
the traffic more or less.—Jiae l'ork Post. 


of 
experiments with gases which re­ 
sulted in the discovery of a gas that de­ 
stroyed the insects in about fifteen m inutes’ 
confinement, and experim ents have proved 
it to be 28 effectual on tail trees as on short 
ones. 
The three persons above named 
then united tbeir efforts and have finally 
succeeded in perfecting both the gas and 
the apparatus for applying it to the trees, 
and it takes only a few m inutes to change 
the tent from one tree to another.” 
In company with Professor Coquillett 
and Mr. Craw, we visited the W olfekill 
orchard some days ago and carefully ex­ 
am ined some of the trees treated by this 
new process. 
A careful exam ination failed 
to find a living scale of any species, al­ 
though the eggs in the white cottony cush­ 
ion scale we believe were still alive. 
Prof. 
Coquillett said he had been experim enting 
with these eggs, which are protected from 
the effects of the gas by the cotton which 
envelope them , and none of them ever 
hatched. 
The success these gentlemen 
have m et with in finding a certain remedy 
for this insidious pest is certainly encour­ 
aging to all fruit-growers.—Rural Califor­ 
nian.

WONDERS OF THE SEA. 


Some o f th e T hings o f In te re s t A bout 
O cean Life, 
The sea occupies three-fifths of the sur­ 
face cf the earth. A t the depth of about 
3,500 feet waves are not felt. The tem per­ 
ature is the same, varying only a trifle from 
the ice of the pole to the burning sun of the 
equator. 
A mile down the water has a 
pressure of over a ton to the suuare inch. If 
a box six feet deep filled with sea water and 
allowed to evaporate under the sun, there 
would be two inches of salt left on the bot­ 
tom. 
Taking the average depth of the 
ocean to be three miles, there would be a 
layer of salt 230 feet thick on the bed of the 
Atlantic. 
The water is colder at the bot- 
■I >m than at the surface. In the m any bays 
oil the coast of Norway the water often 
freezes at the bottom before it does above. 
Waves are very deceptive. To look at 
them in a storm one would think the wa­ 
t .r traveled. The water stays in the same 
place, but the motion goes on. Sometimes 
in storms these waves are forty feet high, 
aud travel fifty miles an hour—more than 
twice as fast as the swiftest steamer. The 
distance from valley to valley is generally 
fifteen times the bight, hence a wave five 
feet h gh will extend over 75 feet of water. 
The torce of the sea dashing on Bel! Rock 
is said to be seventeen tons for each square 
yard. 
Evaporation is a wonderful power 
in drawing the water from the sea. 
Every 
year a layer of the entire sea. fourteen feet 
thick, is taken up into the clouds. 
The 
winds bear their burden into the land, and 
the water comes down in rain upon the 
fields to flow back at last through rivers. 
The depths of the sea present an interest­ 
ing problem. If the A tlantic was lowered 
6,564 feet, the distance from shore to shore 
would be half as great, or 1,500 miles. 
If 
lowered a little more than three miles, say 
19,680 feet, there would be a road of dry 
land from Newfoundland to Ireland. This 
is the plane on which the great Atlantic 
cables were laid. The M editerranean is 
comparatively shallow. 
The drying up of 
660 feet would leave three different seas, 
and Africa would be joined with Italy. 
The British channel is more like a pond, 
which accounts for its choppy waves. It 
has been found difficult to get the correct 
soundiiig of the Atlantic. 
A midshipman 
of the navy overcame the difficulty, and 
shot weighing thirty pounds carries down 
the line, 
A hole is hired through the 
sinker, through which a rod of iron is 
passed, moving easily back and forth. 
In 
the end of tbe uar a cup is dug, and the in ­ 
side coated with iard. The bar is made 
fast to the line, and a siing holds tbe shot 
on. 
W hen a bar. which extends below the 
ball, touches tbe earth, the sliog unhooks 
and tbe shot slides off. Tbe lard in the end 
of the bar bolds some of the sand, or w hat­ 
ever may be on the bottom, and a drop 
shuts over tbe cup to keep the water from 
washing the sand out. 
W hen the ground 
is reached a shock is felt as if an electric 
current had patsxi through tbe line.— 
Ocean Wave. 


How to M ake Good H otter. 
An experienced Eastern butter-m aker 
gives tbe following hints upon the subject 
of m aking first-class butter : 
After butter 
comes out of churn, work in a little more 
salt than usual. 
W ork thoroughly. 
Set 
in a cool place (not very cold) and leave it 
there till a little stiff—an hour or half an 
hour may do. 
W ork thoroughly, to get as 
much butterm ilk as possible again. 
Set it 
in a cool place again to rem ain as before. 
W ork again, and continue the process four 
or five times until the butterm ilk is nearly 
all out. 
Each tim e the butter gets a 
brighter veliow. 
Have your butter jar 
ready, after letting cold water stand in it 
awhile, and commence to lay tbe butter 
down. Pu: in a ¡ayer and with tbe ladie 
smooth it over. 
Then lake a clean cloth 
wrung out of coid water very dry ; press 
with the hands verv firmly all around the 
b u tte r: take it off, wringing out butter­ 
m ilk. 
Wet again, and w ringdry as before. 
Press it several times, after which sprinkle 
a li'tle sugar all around the butter. 
Con­ 
tinue the same way with each ¡ayer until 
it is alt in the jar. 
A neat cloth just the 
size of the jar is to be spread sm oothly 
over the butter. 
A great m any think but­ 
ter m ust not be worked over until it stands 
over night. Then it is so cold that it m ust 
be warmed, and it wiil not get its deep yel­ 
low color as hy the above m ethod. 
Of 
course you cannot do this in very warm 
weather, as it will not get cool so that it 
can be worked over the same day it is 
churned, unless ice is used to set it o n ; 
then there is no trouble. 


In secticid e (Experim ent. 
A recent issue of the Los Angeles Herald 
has the follow ing; “ About three years ago 
J . W. W olfskill and his foreman. Alexan­ 
d er Craw, began experim enting with fumes 
an d gase3 lor the destruction of scale in­ 
sects on fruit and other trees by envelop­ 
in g the tree in a tent and filling the tent 
w ith the gas. After experim enting about 
a year they discovered that a certain gas 
•would destroy these insects by confining 
them in it from two to three hours. About 
this tim e they devised an apparatus for op­ 
erating the tent. W hen Professor D. W. 
Coqoiflett was sent to this city hy the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture about a ' year ago. 
Mr. Craw mentioned the above facts to 
him , and after his work for the D epartm ent 
had been completed he began a aeries

Dunnagan of Jam estow n, an5 
others, w ant to know the price, etc., of 
platinum . 
The importers' price for refined platinum 
lias risen steadily since 1S83. when it was 
$6 50 tn $7 50 per ounce, according to 
quantity bought, 
it is now wortii $7 50 to 
$8 50. 
The most im portant source of platinum 
are the hydraulic m ines at Nizbtie-Tagisk, 
and Forgo-Blagodat. in tiie Ural m oun­ 
tains. About eighty per cent, of the World's 
production comes from this source. 
Next 
in im portance are the gold washings of the 
Pir.to. ir. tbe U ni'ed States of Colombia. 
About fifteen per cent, of the entire prod­ 
uct comes from this source. It is also found 
in Brazil. Borneo, Havti, Peru, India, Aus­ 
tralia and in the sands of the Chaudiere 
river, in Quebec. It has recently been found 
in a quartz vein in New Zealand. Tbe in­ 
terest in tbe deposit lies in tbe fact of the 
extreme variety of platinum in place. 
Platinum has been found in sm all quan­ 
tities in various parts of this country, asso­ 
ciated with free gold in placer deposits, but 
it is only from the placers of California 
th at it has been produced in m erchantable 
quantity, which am ounts to between 109 
and 20i) ounces per annum , and is sold at 
seventy-five cents per troy ounce. It con­ 
tains about eighty-five per cent, of the 
metal, and is shipped to London to he re­ 
fined. 
Tbe platinum “ ore," a.s it ¡3 called, con­ 
tains iridium , rhodium, gold, copper and 
iron. It is sometimes, though seldom, 
found crystallized in cubes and octahe­ 
drons, but more usuady in rounde l or flat­ 
tened grains, or “ sand” having a metallic 
luster. It is very rarely found in place, but 
m ixed with placer gold sands. 
The principal consumption of platinum 
is in the m anufacture of chemical appara­ 
tus, but, within the past few years, the use 
of incandescent electric lights, and also gas- 
jets, made lum inous by a heated platinum 
spiral, have caused an increased demand 
for the metal, and the steady rise in price, 
during the past three years, may be re­ 
ferred to this cause.— Georgetown Courier. 


L ost in th e C atacom b*. 
Most people have heard of tbe catacombs 
of Paris, but few have visited them , or are 
aware of their vast extent. They were 
originally stone quarries: the m aterial 
used in building the Cathedral of Notre 
Dame, the Hotel Cluny, the older portion 
of the Tuileries and m any other of the pub­ 
lic edifices of Paris having been derived 
from this source. So extensive were their 
ramifications that of Paris within the walls 
more than a tenth part is said to have been 
honey combed in this m anner.' It was not 
till w ithin the last one hundred years that 
the quarries have served the purpose or re­ 
ceived the nam e of catacombs. 
Many P a­ 
risian churches aud cemeteries have trans­ 
ferred the remains of tbeir dead to tbe 
keeping of tbe catacombs. These are now 
under the care of a regular corps of work­ 
men. who attend to the arrangem ent of the 
bones, keep the galleries in order, and are 
constantly on the watch against subsidences 
of earth, which would otherwise be of fre­ 
quent ccGurrence. The galleries have been 
carefully surveyed, and their course com­ 
pared with that of tbe superjacent thor­ 
oughfares. 
Indicating tablets are put. up 
at frequent intervals, so that a skilled per­ 
son can at any m oment nam e the street, 
and even the num ber of the house, which 
is above his head. 
W ithout such know l­ 
edge. or a competent guide, however, woe 
betide the ill-fated wretch wiio should ven­ 
ture to explote these grim recesses. 
Be­ 
neath the Roe de l'Abbe de l'Eppee, just 
outside the Ossuaire, or catacomb proper, 
is seen a tomb iu the angle of a wall, to 
which a /terrible .tradition attaches. 
Here 
lies Pliillibert Aspairt. formerly porter of 
the m ilitary hospital of Yal de Grace. The 
hospital lies above a portion of tbe cata­ 
combs, and from it descends one of the 
seventy stair-cases of which we have spoken. 
In an evil hour tbe ill-fated porter took it 
into bis bead to m ake a voyage of discov­ 
ery in the catacombs. 
On November 3, 
1793, he descended the winding stair. 
Lantern in hand he entered that awful lab­ 
yrinth, and be never came back. 
How 
long he lived, or bow he died 
how long 
his feeble lantern kept alight, or tor how 
m any hours or days he may nave wandered 
in darkness, ere death put an end to bis 
sufferings, are among tbe secrets of Jbe cat­ 
acombs. 
For eleven years his fate was not 
even known : but on April 30, 1804, some 
workmen, exploring in tbe course of tbeir 
duty some of the less used passages, tarne 
upon a hum an skeleton 
Flesh ar.d cloth-, 
ing had alike crum bled into dust, but the 
buitons of tbe coat remafii-Hi, and by th tss 
and the bunch of keys that lay beside the 
corpse, it was identified beyond doubt as 
that ot the unfortunate Philiibert Aspairt.

H ealth fu l B reath in g . 
Tight lacing and lazy wavs of breathing, 
says Helen C. Swazy. in St. Nicholas, pre­ 
vent the lungs of the adult woman from 
getting enough exercise for their own good. 
It is well to establish the habit of deep 
breathing, but. in addition to this, the re­ 
serve air which is left in the lungs after an 
ordinary expiration should be expelled 
and the lungs thoroughly ventilated at 
least twice a day. First, then, see to it 
that the air in the room is a3 pare and 
fresh as out-of-door air can m ake it. l h#n. 
with ail tight aud superfluous clothing re­ 
moved, lie flat on the back. and. with the 
m outh firmiv closed, take a lull deep 
breath. 
Hold it eight or ten seconds, and 
then let it out. Take another, and vet an­ 
other breath, in the same way. 
After that, 
take a breath into tbe lungs as slowly as 
possibie, beginning to fill them np at the 
lowest extremities, and inhaling gradually 
until they are tilled to their full capacity, 
when the*air should beexhaled in tliesam e 
slow and steadv m anner in which it was 
taken in. 
W hen you have taken this 
movement again, to m ake sure that the 
shoulders are in good position, throw your 
arm s verticallv over your head and take 
another quick*, full inspiration, swinging 
the arm s rapidly to the sides close to the 
body and back again over the head. Swing 
the arm s up and down four times on the 
same breath, and repeat the exercise three 
or four times. 
After this it is a good plan 
to stand erect, with the arm s horizontal at 
the sides, and vigorously clasp the hands 
from that position over the bead a few 
times. 
W hen taking such movements in 
an erect position, always keep the ehin 
two or three inches back of the vertical. A 
few such exercises as these, for five or ten 
m inutes at night and morning, will pro­ 
mote refreshing sleep and give increased 
vitality. __________

so that considering its antiquity, St is in a 
very much better state of preservation than 
buildings of a sim ilar character which 


The Longest T unnel in th e W orld. 
An engineering work that has taken over 
a century to construct can hardly fail to 
offer -ome points of interest iu its history, 
ami illustrate the m arch of events during 
tin- years of its progress. 
An instance of 
this kind is tn be found 'in a tunnel not 
long since completed, but which was com­ 
menced over one hundred years ago. 
This 
tnnnei, or adit as it should he more strictly 
termed, is at Scbemmilz. in H ungary. 
Its 
construction was agieed upon in 1782, tbe 
object being to carry off the water from the 
Scbemmilz mines to the lowest part of the 
Gran valley. T b ew o ik is now complete, 
and it forms the longest tunnel in tbe 
world, being 10 27 miles long, or about one 
tniie longer than the St. Gotbard, and two 
and a half miles longer than Mont Cenis. 
1 he higbt is nine feet ten inches, and the 
breadth five feet three inches. This tun­ 
nel, which has taken so long in making, 
has cost very nearly a million sterling, but 
the money appears to have been well 
spent; at least tbe present generation has 
no reason to grumble, for the saving from 
being able to do away with water-raising 
appliances amounts to tl3,000 a year. 
There is no further point, however, worth 
notice, for if we have tbe advantage of our 
great-grandfathers in the m atter of m e­ 
chanical appliances, they certainly were 
better off in the price of labor. Tbe origi­ 
nal contract for tbe tunnel, made in 1782, 
was that it should be completed in thirty 
years, and should cost 87 per yard run. 
For eleven years the work was done at this 
price, but the French revolution enhanced 
the cost of labor and materials to such an 
extent that for thirty years little progress 
was made. 
For ten years following much 
progress was made, and then tiie work 
Iropped tor twenty years more until the 
water threatened to drown the mine3 out 
altogether. Finally the tunnel wa3 com­ 
pleted in 1878. the remaining part costing 
£22 a yard, or more than three times as 
m uch a3 tfte original contract rate.—Engi­ 
neering. 


T he L arg est F arm in th e W orld. 
In the extrem e southwest corner of Lou 
isiana lies the largest producing farm in 
the world. 
It runs one hundred miles 
north and south and twenty-five miles east 
and west, and is owned and operated by a 
syndicate of Northern capitalists. Their 
general manager, J. B. W atkins, gives an 
interesting account of this gigantic planta­ 
tion, which throws the great Dalrymple 
farm in Dakota into the shade completely. 
The million and a half acres of our 
tract." Mr. W atkins said, “ was purchased 
in 1883 from the State of Louisiana and 
from the United States Government. 
At 
that time it was a vast grazing land for the 
cattle of the few dealers of the neighbor­ 
hood. 
W hen I took possession I found 
over 30,000 head of haif-wild horses and 
cattle. 
My work was to divide tlie im ­ 
mense tract into convenient pastures, es­ 
tablishing stations or ranches every six 
miles. 
The fencing alone cost in the 
neighborhood of $50,000. Tbe land I found 
to bs- best adapted to rice, sugar, corn and 
cotton. 
Ail our cultivating.^ ditching, e tc , 
is done by steam power. We take a tract, 
say half a mile wide, for instance, and 
place an engir 
n each side. These en­ 
gines are portau. - and operate a cable at­ 
tached to four plows, and under this ar­ 
rangem ent we are able to plow thirty acres 
a day w ith only the labor of three m en. 
Our harrowing^ planting and other culti­ 
vation is done in a like m anner. In fact, 
there is not a single draught-horse on the 
entire place. W e have, of coarse, horses 
for the herders of cattle, of which we have 
now 16.000 head. Tbe Southern Pacific 
Railroad runs for thirty-six miles through 
our farm. 
We have three steamboats op­ 
erating on the waters of our own estate, 
upon which there ore 300 miles of naviga­ 
ble waters. 
We have an icehouse, a bank, 
a shipyard, and a rice m ill."— Missouri Re­ 
publican. _______________________ 


Feed W e ll.—The dairym an who hesi­ 
tates in feeding his cows should well re­ 
member that not only will the increased 
dairy product well repay tbe extra feed, but 
the m anure resulting from the feed will be 
worth sometimes tbe entire cost of the 
feed, always a good portion. 
Professor E. 
\V. Stewart, in the Country Gentleman, says 
the best existing m atter in a ton of linseed 
meal Í3 worth $26, and that after feeding it 
the m anure will be worth $23 40. or 90 per 
cent, of tbe cost. 
As the increased dairy 
product should at least be worth the entire 
original cost of the meal, from $25 to $30. 
in addition to the $23 40 in m anure, one 
can easily see the double profit of ’liberal 
feeding in this instance.—Jersey Bulletin.

Upon tbe oilier hand, witnesses 
for the wife eagerly testified that tbe hus­ 
band. when approached by any creditor, 
whose face seemed long and hungry, has­ 
tened to affirm that the hog was his wife's 
undisputed property. Tbe case occupied 
tbe entire day. and was argued with a ven­ 
geance by two of oar m ost prom inent attor­ 
neys. The Justice decided that the hus­ 
band had the better title to the hog, and 
awarded it to him , providing he gave a 
bond in tbe sum of $6, guaranteeing the 
forthcoming of the property in ease further 
litigation ensued. 
Up to the hour of going 
to press the bond had not been given, and 
tlie bog rem ains in the enrtody of the 
bailiff.— Oglethorpe ( Ga.)

m onth waiting trial. H efeit that he should 
be wanting in hum anity if he were to or­ 
der her to be imprisoned for one single 
hour beyond that time, and the sentence 
was that she be imprisoned for half an 
hour. The aDnouncemer.t was received 
with 
applause. 
Bigamy, 
therefore, is 
henceforth to be regarded as justifiable as 
a means of self-protection. 
But would it 
not be better to amend tbe law of divorce?

ing very logical, tempered the ferocity of 
the ancient creed, and devoted themselves 
rather to ethical teaching than to the dis­ 
cussion of dogmas. A hard fight constantly 
went on between these factious in the Gen­ 
eral Assembly, the Synod and the Presby­ 
teries; and in most parishes each party had 
its zealous adherents. B urns associated 
him self enthusiastically w ith the New 
Lights, and in course of tim e carried their 
principles to conclusions by which many 
of them would have been somewhat star­ 
tled. 
it would be a mistake to suppose 
th at his hostility to Calvinism sprang'from 
m ere whim. There are m any evidences that 
at on early age he had reflected often and 
deeply on the great problems of hum an life 
and destiny. It was incredible to him that 
the majority of m ankind had been created 
to endure everlasting torture, and he could 
n o t^ m t tight against a theological system 
th at tended to crush most of the elements 
of hum an nature in which poetry and art 
have their origin. 
He was very'far from 
considering him self an enemy of religion. 
“ A m athematician without religion,” he 
wrote, “ is a probable character; an ir­ 
religious poet is a m onster.” 
Aud by re­ 
ligion he did not mean a vague feeling 
about an unkuown and unknowable power. 
H is conception of ultim ate reality was in ­ 
dissolubly connected witlj belief in a moral 
order rooted ír the nature of things. W ith 
this moral order, after early youth, he was 
sometimes in violent conflict, but in his 
serious moods he never sought to palliate 
his offenses against it, or to conceal from 
himself their real character. 
He has even 
been accused of indulging in outbursts of 
“ unm anly penitence.” 
W hether his peni­ 
tence was unm anly or not it was sincere, 
and perhaps few men have been plunged 
by the consciousness of wrong-doing into 
blacker depths of uafetterable wretched­ 
ness.— The English Illnstraled Magazine. 


G r a y H a i r . — That gray hair is n o t 
caused by old age is proved by the fact that 
m any persons begin to show gray hairs 
while they are yet in their twenties, and 
some, while in their teens.

San F ra n cisco , March 11th.—Since the 
interstate commerce bill became a law 
there has been a great deal of anxiety 
among the fruit-growers of the State lest 
its enforcem ent would prevent the ship­ 
m ent of fruit to the East at living rate3, 
and thus ruin the industry in this State.

Clothed like 
a fantastically dressed girl, his head bound 
round with shawls, subjected every day or 
two to the bath, and accustomed to sit only 
upon sofas, his childhood is entirely spent 
amongst the women of his father’s" harem 
and their cronies. W hen he arrives at 
puberty, he is no longer allowed to asso­ 
ciate w ith the women — probably never 
speaks to one until he is married to 
some girl that his father or m other may 
have bought or selected for him . After 
marriage 
the 
Turk 
associates 
almost 
as little with his wife as if he had not o n e ; 
his former training has destroyed those 
pleasant ties and feelings that exist among 
civilized people, and he looks upon his 
wife as merely a piece of furniture. She, 
on her part, occupies her own part of the 
house, where, seated among her slaves and 
cronies, the newest fashion or the latest 
scandal receives a proper degree of atten­ 
tion. The Turk never walks abroad or au- 
pears in public with his wife, and, if he 
were to meet her in the street, would not 
recognize her; and in m any cases husband 
and wife sit at separate tables, while the 
wife never appears in any case at table 
when a stranger is present.—S. S. Ooi.

The Senate met at 1:30 r. >!., the President in 
the chair. 
Wilson offered a resoluiion allowing the Jour­ 
nal Clerk 875 for a week’s service in remaining 
for the purpose ol journalizing the Governor's 
messages. Referred to the Committee on At­ 
taches. 
A. B. 41, relating to roads and highways. 
Passed. Also, S. B. 186, relating to duties aud 
powers of State Board of Horticulture (lor the 
extermination of fruit pests). 
Sargent moved to take up A. B. 1, known as 
the pilot bill, and upon roll call the motion was 
lost. 
A. B. 14 was mode a case oí urgency, and read 
twice and ordered reprinted. [The bill author­ 
izes Supervisors to create the office of County 
Veterinary Surgeon, and prescribes his powers 
and duties.] 
A. B. 348, relating to powers and duties of 
Trustees of reclamation districts 
Passed. 
Sargent's motion to reconsider the passage of 
A. B. 199 was indefinitely jiostpoued. 
Lenahan moved to lake up "three little bills,” 
said billsbeingto pay the claims of E. J. Smith, 
Jessie A. Galland and J. F. Gawthorne. who are 
alleged to have [erformed services for the Com 
missioner of the Labor Bureau. It is unneces­ 
sary to say the bills w ere taken up and passed. 
pray renewed the motion to have the recon­ 
sideration of the pilot bill taken up. The Chair 
put the question, which was declared carried. 
This decision raised a storm of objections, and 
Goucher appealed from the 
ruling of the 
Chair. The Senate at once went iuto one of its 
fits of disorder, aud a go-as-you-please war of 
words ensued. Finally the roll was called on 
sustaining the Chair, which was decided in the 
negative, and the m atter was dropped. 
A message was received lrom the Governor, 
announcing his approval of S. B. 10, exempting 
fishiug boats aud nets from execution. Also, 8. 
B. 67, to regulate the hours of labor ot street car 
employes. 
The following Assembly bills, to provide for 
deficiencies in appropriations, were passed: 
Nos. 351, 354, 355. 3a8, :¡57, 558. 369, 800,::«1, 362, 
361. 365, 366. 368, 369, 372, 373, 374 , 375. 377, 378, 
379 and 380. 
S. C. A. 2, relating to m e Supreme Court and 
the Supreme CourtT'ommis soners, and prescrib­ 
ing the duties of the Justices aud Commis­ 
sioners. was adopted in lieu of the constitu­ 
tional ameudmem on the same subject hereto­ 
fore adopted. 
At 5o'clock r. 5i. the Senate took a recess un­ 
til 7:30 o'clock. 
J 
Evening Session. 
On reassembling the Senate proceeded with 
the consideration of the list of deficiency bills 
above enumerated, which were passed under 
sust>ension of the rules. 
\ rooman asked permission to introduce, out 
ot order, a bill providing lor a special election 
to be held ADril 12,1887, at which shall be sub­ 
mitted to the people such amendments to the 
Constitution as had been adopted at the present 
session of the Legislature. 
By unanimous consent the hill w as allowed to 
be introduced. It was declared to be a case of 
urgency, read three times and passed. 
Goucher and others presented a protest against 
the action of the Senate in transm itting to the 
Assembly the bill relating to the dismissal or 
modification of injunctions beiore the motion 
to reconsider tlje vote thereon had been regu­ 
larly called up. The protest was ordered spread 
upon the journaL 
Camiucttl called attention to the fact that in 
the county government bill, as passed, the col­ 
lection of licenses is imposed upon Tax Col­ 
lectors, but there had been no provision made 
to allow such officials the usual commissions for 
the collection of the same. He therefore intro­ 
duced a bill providing for their fees for license 
collections, which was read the first time and 
ordered printed. 
A. 1). 227. relating to the procuring of lands 
for raising and improving the banks of streams, 
f >r the protection of roads and highwavs, was 
read three times and passed. 
PRESENTATION TO THE LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 
The presiiling officer (Senator Chandler) at 
this point appointed Senator Goucher a com­ 
mittee of one to escort Lieutenant-Governor 
Waterman to the bar oi the Senate, "fo r the 
purpose, ’ he said, "o f having him render an 
account of himself.” When this duty had been 
performed, the Chair called ui>on Senator Yell 
to act as prosecutor. 
Senator Yell said the duty he had to perform 
was one ol mingled pleasure and sadness, lie 
referred to the pleasant relations that hud ex­ 
isted between the President of the Senate aud 
the members of that body, and in an eloquent 
anil timely speech. interspersed with both pathos 
aud humor, he presented the Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor, on behalf of the Senate, with an elegantly 
chased gold hunting-cased watch aud chain, 
with seal. On the front case was a finely-exe­ 
cuted monogram of the Lieuteuanl-Goveruor, 
and on the reverse side a horseshoe in relief 
and studded with diamonds. Within the horse­ 
shoe was a horse's head in relief. The sea! at­ 
tached to the chain was of California quartz, 
with the seal of statei inlaid with gold and 
platinum. The reverse side bore a large niouo- 
gram of the recipient. 
. 
In response Lieutenant-Governor Waterman 
said he hardly knew how to thank the Senators 
for the kiudness they had shown him. He aud 
many of the members of the Senate hud come 
here knowing comparative y nothing of purlin- 
mentnry rules, but they had worked through 
.the session pretty well. He could not, ha said, 
find words to thank his friends for their many 
acts of courtesy shown him. aud especially for 
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iheir munificent generosity in presenting him 
with such a beautiful and valuable gift. He sup­ 
posed tbai henceforth he must discard his old 
and true silver time-keeper. Whenever in the 
future he shall have occasion to refer to it he 
shall always be remiued of the Senators of the 
twenty-seventh session. 
"When we meet here 
two years hence,” said he, “I shall use it to time 
von m your speeches. I cannot say more at 
this time than to thank you from the bottom of 
my heart.” 
PRESENTATION TO SENATOR WIIITF. 
Tlie chair called President pro tcm White to 
the front of tlie desk, and benator Wilson came 
forward and in a very eloquent speech*-in 
which full justice was done to the Native Sons 
of the Golden State—he presented him with a 
magnificent set of solid silver, consisting of six 
nieces and salver. The pieces were of elegant 
design and workmanship. 
. 
“ .-Senator White spoke at length in accepting the 
beautiful gift; and in response to the compli­ 
m ent paid the native sons by Mr. Wilson, he re­ 
ferred eloquently to the pioneers who are daily 
passing away from this scene of action. He re­ 
joiced in the fact that partisan prejudice had^ 
not entered iuto the deliberations of the Senate, 
and that all were about to return to their homes 
firmer lriends than when they came together at 
the opening of the session. 
OTHER REMEMBRANCES. 
Senator Jones, on behalf of the Senate, next 
presented Secretar)’ Hamilton with a handsome 
pold-beaded cane, aud the recipient responded 
in appropriate terms. 
Sergeam-at-Arms Wilcox was next presented 
with a handsome gold-headed snakewood cane, 
inscribed: “ Presented to Sergeant-at-Arms J. 
W. Wilcox by tlie Senate of California - March, 
1*87” 
Mr. Wilcox responded eloquently and with 
uch feeling, and was loudlv applauded. 
Senator Murphy, on behalf o f him self and a 
num ber of brother Senators, offered a set of res 
olutions complimentary to Lieutenant-Governor 
Waterman, which were adopted, aud an ele­ 
gantly-engrossed copy thereof presented to him. 
THE USUAL “ FUNNY” BUSINESS. 
The hour from 11 o’clock until midnight was 
consumed in the presentation of resolutions out 
of order. Some were witty, and others were 
rather “ broad,” but the majority were of little 
credit to their authors. 
At m idnight the Senate adjourned till 10 
o’clock a. M. to-morrow. 
It will rem ain in ses­
